AIR MAIL CHARGES

postal revenues. Inquriries have failed

Generally it 
may be stated that ordinary postal 
rates for letters despatched to ad- 
dresses overseas are governed by an 
International’ convention which “pre- 
seribes that those charges should not 
be less than 25 gold centimes per 
‘unit of twenty grammes.

CHINA AND JAPAN 


‘The carefully prepared state~ 
ment’ of questions and answers 
‘emerging from the recent interview 
given by General Chiang Kal-shek 
to a Japanese journalist, may. be 
taken to indicate that’ the Sino- 
Japanese entente has made good 
headway.

dinary import, Becoming one of 
the Royal House of Windsor, she 
was _made to see how deep,’ how 
unaffected and how robustly de- 
eorous is the love of England for 
England's King. Next year King. 
George will celebrate his Silver’ 
Jubilee. London's demonstration on 
‘Thursday was an carnest of the 
fervour which may be expected to. 
‘greet ‘Their Majesties on that occa- 
sion. It was much more than that. 
It was the expression of a nation’ 
confidence in its own destiny, even 
in the midst of a world highly- 
charged with soul-searing doubts 
and destructive fears. 

As the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
‘moving address told the day's bride, 
Great Britain, in common with 
other countries, has been facing a 
black depression. Its shadow still 
hangs heavily over some of her 
greatest industries. Whole dis- 
trlcts have, for many months past, 
been labouring under the gloom of 
despairing unemployment. In the 
world outside there has. been little 
cause for rejoicing. The tale of 
economic bewilderment, political 
perversity, national egoism, is all 
too eloquent of danger. Signs of 
detter days are eagerly hailed. 
Perhaps they have already made a 
faint gleam in the lowering clouds, 
In that gleam the stability of Eng- 
land takes a part. It was a 
happy thought which, by the 
grace of the latest wonder. 
of modern science, enabled the 
world at large to listen-in to the 
wedding ceremony. To British 
‘men and women overseas, the pri- 
vilege of thus sharing the onthu- 
siasm of their fellow-countrymen 
in the actual streets of London was 
‘specially dear. It gave them a re- 
newed draft of confidence on their 
homeland. So often the wander- 
er, far from his native county, 
tends to wonder whether the lanes 
are so leafy, the hedges so trim 
and the town so orderly as he likes 
to imagine. Then there is that 
London with the quaint names, all 
telling their own piece of history: 
‘the Strand because it was once the 
foreshore of the Thames, ‘Bays- 
water because it was the estate 
given by William the Conqueror to 
Bainardus of Normandy, Covent 
Garden because it was where the 
nuns of the Convent grew (not 
sold) their vegetables—and so on. 
Hearing the familiar sound of the 
clatter of the Blues, the bells of 
‘Westminster and, above all, the roar 
of. a London crowd, the British 
resident in the outskirts of the 
Empire—and beyond—cannot_ but 

have said to himself that London 
was just what he had pictured it. 

‘The tangible proof of the King's 
presence in the historic Abbey 
where Kings of England have wor 
shipped for centuries, the King 
surrounded by his great officers of 
state, as in the days when West- 
‘minster lay on ‘Thorney Island and 
there were a real mill-stream and 
a real mill at Milbank, gave a spe~ 
cial significance to the sense of an-

‘ding, British statesmen were sober— 
ly debating national defence in 
‘the House of Commons; Londoners 
and visitors to London were mak- 
ing a gala of their pleasure.

laces those marvellously stoical 
People who, for the sake of a 
Pageant or a procession or a front 
it seat, are prepared to undergo 
the pangs of long hours’ waiting. 
When the supreme moment came 
and the bride claimed her rightful 
first place in public notice, all 
‘these different forces combined to 
signalize the warmth of their wel~ 
come to the latest English Princess. 
Whatever proceeded elsewhere, 
England’s domestic duty had to be 
done. ‘That was all wrapped up 
in the mighty roar of London's 
greeting which the broadcast 
‘carried to Shanghai on Thursday. 
Its effect on the Empire at large 
must have been electrical if the 
Jexperiences of Shanghai are any 
Jguide. Queen Mary's tears were 
matched here. To many exiles 
from England the magical elimi- 
nation of the 10,000 miles brought 
A quickening of the pulses and a 
throb of genuine emotion, It 
seemed as if, behind the disturb- 
ing facade of the world's news— 
the dangers of insecurity, of 
menace, of ineptitude—there was 
1a resolute spirit of confidence in 
‘the days ahead and their link with 
‘old traditions. ‘Through London's 
cheers the voice of England spoke 
of ordered faith in her ability to 
grapple with problems which, 
however new in thelr present 
guise, had no secrets for the 
Abbey venerably brooding over 
the austere November gloom in 
benevolent encouragement of the 
brave doings beneath its nave. 
‘The privilege of sharing in this 
glowingly vivid pageant of 
Empire will not be forgotten by 
those who enjoyed it. 








CANTON AND NANKING 
Nov. 28, 

On December 10, the Central 
Executive Committee will meet in 
Nanking to decide upon the date 
of the Fifth National Congress of 
the Kuomintang. ‘The postpone- 
ment already effected has been due 
to uncertainty over the attitude 
Jof the South-West Political Council 
delegates. Dr. Wang Chung-hui 
is credited with unwearying acti- 
vities in the discovery of 
common ground for the reconcile~ 
ment of Canton’s views with the 
needs of the Government at Nan- 
‘king. I< would seem that the 
main point at issue, is whether the 
Kuomintang is to be directed by 
ithe South-West methods of quali- 
fication, or whether the Central 
Government's authority within the 
Party is to be effectively safe- 
guarded. Broadly, the Kuomin- 
tang itself might suffer if the re- 
sult were unduly favourable to 
Canton’s apparent contentions. 
Yet, disregard of the South-West 
Political Couneil’s general criticism 
Jof Nanking’s policy, might breach 
the always precarious relations 
subsisting between the two autho 
tities, Of late, the talk of hap- 
pier conditions governing those 
relations has been noticeable. 
Goodwill might well be invoked to 
develop that improvement. This 
is no model world and, unfor- 
tunately, China cannot . expect 
to be less affected than other 
countries by the stubbornness of 
ingrained animosities which often 
have their root in age-old racial 
differences. Looked at from this 
jaspect, the problem before the 
[Kuomintang may be described as 
[presenting in modern form. the 
{traditional political antipathies of 
Chekiang and Canton. In spite of 
a strong Canton element, in the 
|Government and in support of the 
Government, there is still a ten- 
Jdency to suggest that Canton’s in- 
{terests have insufficient care in the 
dispositions of Nanking. The 
close liaison between General 
Chiang Kai-shek and General 
[Chen Chi-tang seems to begin and 
Jend in military matters. Its con- 
tinuance depends on an extremely 
{tolerant attitude on Nanking’s part 
toward the political individualism 
of the South-West, General Chen 
Chi-tang, playing the role of the 
kindly interpreter. 

‘The situation has altered of 
late. Whereus, a year ago, the 
objections to General Chiang’ Kai- 
shek’s personal ascendancy in the 
Government were emphatically 














‘Kiangsi and elsewhere have 
gained largely by methods which 
‘bear a close resemblance to auto- 
cracy. The association of Mr. 
Wang Ching-wel with him in the 
Government, has been a valuable 
asset in mitigating the autocratic 
note. Indeed, if the political 
achievements ot Nanking be care- 
fully studied in the light of recent 
events, it must be admitted that to 
‘Mr. Wang Ching-wel, no less than 
to General Chiang Kai-shek, the 
cause of unity owes much. There 
remain those incalculable but tan- 
sible political prejudices which, for 
long, have prevented Nanking 
from establishing a really stable 
understanding with Canton. How 
far Dr. Wang Chung-hui has been 
able to reduce them to manageable 
Proportions the discussions of the 
next few weeks may show. The 
picture is not cheering. On the 
Jone hand, Nanking has been secur- 
ing the military support of Can- 
ton by subsidies for the opera- 
tions against: the Kiangs! Com- 
munists who have been headed off 
from Kuangtung and Kuangsi to 
the regions of the West; on the 
other, revenue which ought normal- 
ly to go to the Central Govern- 
‘ment has been forestalled by the 
almost openly admitted indepen- 
dent action of the Canton autho- 
rities. The South-West Political 
Council's status as an equal part- 
ner in the Kuomintang has been 
modified, but it is credibly report- 
‘ed that the claims made on behalf! 
‘of the Canton representatives in 
‘the Kuomintang tend to challenge 
the very authority of Nanking 
and, if admitted, might. easily 
render the Government's position 
untenable. Loose talk of possible 
military action should be depre- 
cated. General Chiang Kai-shek | 
hhas consistently shown his lively 
sense of the unwisdom of permit- 
ting anything like civil war to 
rear its head in the very centre of 
China's seat of authority. He is 
strong enough to be able to dis- 
regard those delicate questions 
‘of prestige which might, in the 
ast, have troubled weaker leaders. 
And Canton has nothing to gain 
by jeopardizing its own adminis- 
trative achievements. 

Without venturing to penetrate’ 
the recesses of the mind of inve- 
terate political animosity dis- 
cernible in both parties, it is pos- 
sible to look at the situation in its 
broadest national significance. A 
London message has just asserted 
that China is enjoying “a 
press" abroad. That is largely 
due to the greater stability ap-_ 
parently prevailing in the internal 
affairs of the country. General] 
Chiang Kai-shek’s personal suc- 
cesses have done much to bring. 
about this change. He has been 
ably seconded in the North by 
General Huang Fu whose imper- 
turbable cordiality with the Jap- 
‘anese has brought soothing influ- 
ences to bear on an always dificult, 
situation. The  Generalissimo’s| 
recent tour, about which so much 
has been written, may have had 
but the faintest appeal to Canton. 
Stated in the most conservative| 
terms, however, it evoked evidence | 
of a far greater confidence in 
‘Nanking than even the friendliest 
observers would have thought, 
Possible a year ago. It was no| 
carefully-planned effort. The dis- 
tinguished visitor, exploiting one 
of the special advantages of aerial, 
transport, made his appearances, 
with the least possible display and| 
travelled almost as the fancy took, 
him. The warmth of the Tecep-| 
tions accorded to him were all the 
more significant. Whether he can, 
extend this process of personal re-, 
‘assurance to a literally flying visit 
of goodwill to Canton cannot be 
surmised. If Dr. Wang Chung- 
hui’s- diplomacy ‘has been suffi- 
ciently persuasive, that means 
of overcoming Canton’s difidence 
may, perhaps, in due course, be 
contemplated. Certainly all parties 
must be aware of the advan- 
tages of national solidarity. This 
should not be baulked by honest 
differences of opinion or the viri- 
lity of local self-government. The 
authorities at Nanking have long| 
based their policy on a careful 
restraint in dealing with provincial 
matters. They have been ready to 








in recognition of the special condi- 


tions prevailing in Canton. They 


surely will endeavour to test every 
device for a firm agreement, A 
workable rapprochement is so 
necessary for consolidating the 
ground gained by the Government 
as a whole during the last year, 
that the most strenuous efforis in 
that sense are to be expected. No- 
thing could be more disastrous 
than a reversal to the state of eni- 
mity which has unhappily weaken— 
ed China not only in the eyes of 
the world but also—and far more 
importantly—in the opinion of her 
own people. 





‘There are many people, parti- 
cularly Britons, who havean idea 
that the annual celebration in the 
United States of Thanksgiving Day 


with the War of Independence, and 
8 day of celebration of the victory. 
of those British colonials who 
threw off the galling yoke of an 
ill-advised Whitehall, Such, how- 
fever, is mot the case and it may be 
more properly described as a 
‘thanksgiving for the harvest where 
that latter word is meant to in- 
jelude all the benefits that Pro- 
vidence has conferred upon those 
who thus seek to demonstrate their 
jeratitude. It was Puritanieal in 
origin, for as far back as 1621 im- 
mediately after their harvest 
the Pilgrim Fathers set aside a day 
for rejoicing, that they had 
brought their’ crops to fruition 
despite all the perils which had 
jcontinually threatened them, and 
jeould look forward to the 

|winter without fear of famine. It 
was a day of great solemnity, of 
fervent rejoicing and essentially 
religious in character. That was 
Jat Plymouth. Spasmodically the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony ob- 
jserved the day from 1630 until 
‘about 1680 when the day became 
one of annual observance. Con= 
jnecticut had commenced in 1639, 
and from 1647, except for 1675, it 
also became a’ yearly feast. The 
settlers in New Netherland gave 
{thanks occasionally from 1644, but 
it was not until November, ‘1864 
that President Lincoln appointed 
the fourth Thursday in November 
jas the day of national thanksgiving 
by proclamation, a practice which 
has been consistently adhered to 
jever since. Hts religious signif- 
jcance is all the more emphasized 
Joy the attitude of certain of the 
southern states which opposed the 
jcelebration on the ground that the 
festival was a relic of puritanical 












g00d|bigotry, a point of view which, 


however, did mot on the end 
prevail. 

It is but natural that with the 
growing importance of the machine 
much of the religious and agricul- 
‘tural significance of the holiday 
should pass, but, nevertheless, 
through vast’ areas of the United 
States it is an ever constant re- 
minder of the promise that seed- 
jtime and harvest shall not fail. In 
the towns where a nation’s de- 
pendence upon the soil is not quite 
80 apparent, though undoubtedly 
just as real, though the féte may 
be regarded from some differing 
points of view, it is just as much 
Ja thanksgiving in its original sense 
as ever it was, to some seasonal, 
to others annual. There is much 
Jwhich should cause the American 
to rejoice in time honoured fashion 
jon this important day. Humanity, 
fortunately for itself, can, even in 
times of the acutest depression, 
throw dull care aside for a day 
jand rejoice over whatever small 
mercies untoward fate has vouch- 
safed it since last the immolation 
of the honoured turkey marked a 
day of joy. It might be said that 
the thanksgiving days of 1932 and 
1933 were not observed in the 
happiest of circumstances. The 
cranberry sauce was somewhat 
bitter because of .a sense of frus- 
tration, and other dishes not so 
Piquant because of the spectre of 
juneasiness which brooded over the 
nation. Yet it was possible to 
jgive praise that things were not so 
bad as they might have been, and 
‘that faint “hope was already ‘indi- 
eating the dawn,of a better and 
more prosperous year. That 
lightening . of the eastem sky 
proved no chimera. There is 
Feason to believe that citizens of 
the United States will celebrate 





carry that restraint to great lengths 


‘their feast to-day with lighter 
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hearts than on the two previous 
cceasions, and in their observance 
‘enjoy the first fruits of courage. 
That quality is always present in 
the heart of a great nation, but 
‘there are occasions when a leader 
is required to stimulate it into a 
demonstration of its life. Such a 
man is President Roosevelt, whose 
indomitable bravery, and hearten- 
ing policies have done so much to 
improve conditions in the United 
States as compared with how he 
found them on accession to office. 

Local residents who have recent- 
ly returned from the United States 
bear out the impression to be 
gained from telegraphic despatches 
‘that matters are improving in 
their homeland. The progress 
may have been slow. All original 
anticipations may not have been 
Justified by fulfilment, but the situa- 
tion thas been prevented from de- 
terjorating and improvement is, 
already beginning to show itself. 
‘To-day is not the occasion to en- 
deavour to assess costs. Tt is pos 
sible to differ so widely with re- 
Gard to conclusions on such a point 
that the disputation likely to be 
aroused is more than a litfle out 
‘of place, ‘There is no need to 
draw the mummy around the festal 
board as a reminder of grim- 
mer things. For the day, and 
especially stich a day as this, sufl- 
cient is the evil thereof. And thus 
citizens of the United States, no 
‘matter their religion or thelr race, 
following the example set them by 
their forerunners, offer up thanks 
‘that it has pleased Almighty God 
to bring them to another harvest, 
Jone richer with the sense of 
achievement, of promise for the 
future, and a reinforced courage to 
meet all the troubles with which 
their nation, as so many others in 
the world,, ‘is $0 sorely perplexed. 
In their rejoicing they will be join- 
Jed at least in spirit, by all’ the 
various communities which go to 
make up this great international 
port, and while congratulating 
‘them on the improvement in their 
hration’s fortunes which has been 
shown during the past twelve 
months it is possible also to ex- 
press the hope that by the time 
‘another year has passed the pro- 
mise of to-day will come to frul- 
tion with their next harvest, 












OF CAKES 
Nov. 30. 

On this day the Scots stand 
apart but, thanks to their inherent 
sense of hospitality they do not 
stand there long. ‘That is to say 
they generously sweep the lesser 
breeds, including those ever de- 
depressed classes, the English, into 
@ golden net of merriment, ‘Here 
in Shanghai, the annual revels on 
St Andrew's Day are heavily 
scored in the engagement diary. 
Young women who, as everyone 
knows ftom the time of Eve on- 
wards, have been inclined to dis-, 
Parage the ways of their predeces- 
sors, become demure upholders of 
tradition in making their appear 
ance at the St. Andrew's Ball the 
starting point of their first season. 
Younger folk, in mind if not in 
Years, look upon the Ball as the 
‘great occasion when they are per- 
mitted to recapture emotions and 
enthusiasm which the prosaic 
round has long extruded from their 
ken, Scots in| Shanghai have 
transferred their allegiance from a 
genial MeDonalé to an equally 
genial Macbeth. To-night, or 
rather early to-morrow morning, 
there will be many who will give 
‘@ gentler meaning to the Shakes- 
Pearean phrase, “MacBeth does 
murder sleep". Good luck to 
them in their reels and their 
revelry—that is the wish of all 
their “friends, among whom this 
year the Pipers of the country 
‘across the North Channel will be 
conspicuous. And the important 
Part played by Scots in the life of 
this community is ever illustrated 
fon’ these occasions for the St. 
Andrew's Society includes many of 
the pillars of Shanghai within its 
membership.

Meanwhile, as the 
world is a pleasant place for the 
Scots, everything Is for the best. 
‘Who, realizing that the negotiation.

Sophy? And It is satisfactory to 
‘know that for the humdrum oceu- 
ations of ‘life there are always 
the other nations to carry the bur- 
den and release the Scotsman for, 
the more responsible, less arduous 
and better-pald labours which he 
80 gorgeously adorns.

land, let it be, this year at least, 
of that beauteous creature launch- 
ed by gracious hands at Greenock 
under the name of Scotland's (and 
England's) Queen Mary.

@ feat on which Scotland can pride 
herself as the contribution of her 
People in 1985 to Great Britain's

has been a steady increase In the 
consumption of electricity by ine 
dustrial enterprises in: Shanghai. 
‘The graphs for the Ulustration of 
Kkllowatt hour sales of electrical 
energy from the Shanghal Power! 
Company show that, in comparison | 
with past years, Shanghai is act- 
ually” using "more electricity 
than ever. ‘There has been a 
[sharp upward curve from 1919 on- 
fwards in the total kilowatts of 
fond. Business as a whole, leaving 
Jout of account the temporary 
checks due to disturbances in 1925, 
1927 and. 1932, has steadily in- 
fereased its demand for electrical 
Jenergy. The large power custum~ 
fers, during the last four years 
have shared in this progress, the 
figures for thelr requiremen's in| 
1934 Yeing consistently above those 
of the other three years except 
during February when the seasonal 
dip,” owing to Chinese New Year, 
]was’ steeper than in 1933. Apart 
from February and July, the 
present year also showed an ad- 
vance on previous years in the 
consumption of the cotton mills, 
The rise of the general load of 
Jeonsumed energy from 50,000 kilo- 
‘watts in 1919 to over 300,000 kilo- 
watts in 1994 Is, indeed, « remark- 
able Index of Shanghai's grow 
‘These are broad conclusions and 
fare not much affected by the evid-~ 
fence of decreases—some of them 
[subsequently corrected—In certain 
Industries such as flour mills, to- 
‘bacco and cigarette factories, and 
rubber mills. ‘There are definite 
signs of marked increases In the 
general Industrial output, parti- 
feularly in the silk and textile in- 
dustrles, while metal-working 
plants are estimated to be ahe 
‘of last year’s volume of produc- 
tion by about 30 per cent. 


This survey seems to confiet 
with the general view taken of 
the existing state of affairs. Tt 
does not appear to tally with the 
note of depression with which 
Tocal documents are so. greatly 
concerned AS a barometer the 
power station is not infallible but 
e'has a significance which is de- 
serving of attention, although, of 
course, it Is not comprehensive in 
Its reaction to portents. Shanghai 
is a city of lights. Yet lights» do 
‘not come within the scope of the 
fAgures cited In respect ot the in-| 
ddustriat consumption of energy. Tt 
may be interesting to remark on 
this point that, even in the general 
Toad, the external lighting which 
is such an amazing feature of 
‘Shanghat by night 1s a compara- 
‘ively negligible factor. Tt would 
seem that the only non-productive 
electrical idlosynerasy whlch can 
secure notice in the general tale 
fot Shanghal’s dealings with the 
Power Company is the human de- 
sire to defy the assaults of | the 
heat of a China summer. This 
year—It the recollection be not too 
ppainfil to note—Shanghal gained 
the distinction of mention in Brit 
ish Broadcasts by virtue of its 
hheat wave. The practical result is 
now seen in the increased con- 
sumption of electrical energy dur- 
ing the summer for the purpose 
of manufacturing ice. Shanghai 
held 1 fire In its hand and, by 
race of the Power Company, was 
able dimly to think upon” the 
‘trosty Caucasus”, and so to gain 
a measure of relief. With these 
reservations it must still be admit- 
fed that the records show a cheer- 
ing Industrial activity which re- 
quires consideration in the light of 
the prevalent depression.

‘The comparative prosper 
ty of Shanghal during several 
years of depression in the in- 
Terior nas often been cited to sug- 
gest: tnat Shanghai is really more 
self-contained than people im-

a few years ago. The peculiar 
clreumstanees have tended to give 
an exceptional fillip to this new 
feature of Shanghai's life. It is 
possible that their limit has not 
been reached. It would, however, 
be unwise to argue that point too 
firmly. Against the _ cheering 
statistics referred to above, it is 
pertinent to note the large number 
of closed shops in some of the 
busiest ‘horoughfares here. Un- 
jemployment is rife among foreign- 
Jers as well as Chinese and among 
those classes which, in times of 
prosp2rity, cam confidently expect 
to find a livelihood. Making all 
allowances for the inevitable 
changes in the trend of occupation 
Jand its division on racial or social 
lines, it will probably be agreed 
‘that there are signs of acute de~ 
pression.

Whether conditions up-country 
show jremise of a turn in the tide 
must lnrgely be a matter of 
Jopinion and, possibly, of faith. The 
trade returns are not encouraging. 
‘The finencial situation, as judged 
by the adverse balance of pay- 
ments, cannot be described in rosy 
‘terms. The most that can be sald 
is that all parties concerned are 


. |doing their best to grapple with it. 


Restrained confidence and a firm 
determination to avoid extrava- 
nces, whether of pessimism or 
Joptim'sm, are the best instruments 
‘of stability. And in the stability 
which the Power — Company's 
figures suggest, Shanghai may 
find a modicum of comfort, It 
shows that the situation ts not 
beyond control. Yet it might be 
desirable for those whose functin 
It Is to direct the destinies of this 
Jgreat city to ponder over the 
fapparent discrepancy between the 
Jmarked industrial activity and the 
jequally marked economic strin- 
jgency. There are possibilities of 
jover-production and erratic distri- 
‘bution which cannot be regarded 
‘with complaisamee. ‘They may be 
concealed for the moment by 
bounding barometers but, if they 
are allowed to proceed unchecked, 
their ultimate influence may 
factually retard recovery from 
what appears, despite the baro- 
meter, to be a definite depression. 
/Shangha:, therefore; will do well to 
take careful stock of itself—not in 
any spirit of alarm but rather in 
the determination to see that the 
‘ground so far consolidated in the 
face ot adverse influences is not 
lost through excess of confidence or 
lack of foresight. 














WORK FOR MANKIND

If the depression which every- 
fone hopes is now lifting has done 
nothing else for the world besides 
eliminate the barrier which tradi- 
tion formerly placed between the 
‘man of learning and the practical 
administrator, it has been worth- 
while. ‘The ‘barrier has always 
been one of popular imagination 
rather than actuality. Because

‘Newton is supposed to have boiled 
his watch instead of an egg and to 
have formulated the laws of 
gravity as a result of being for- 
tultously hit on the head by a fall- 
ing apple, his achievements have 
‘been put in the shade by those of 
the engineer who has put them to 
every-day application. Since ex- 
perts have been called in to 
diagnose the ailments: of civiliza- 
tion and to prescribe a cure, how- 
fever, there has been a distinct 
‘change in the popular outlook; the 
scientist and research worker has 
been brought out of the obscurity 
‘of his laboratory and has at last 
taken his place in the sun, From 
his point of view this may not 
have been an unmixed blessing, 
since the gifts peculiar to the re- 
search worker are not always such 
as would shine in the demagogue. 
‘He has, therefore, had to take the 
‘middle ‘course, alternating between 
the microscope and the telescope, 
reserving the proportion between 
the two without losing the value 
of either. How difficult this can 
bbe has been illustrated in the great 
social experiment sponsored by 
President Roosevelt and his “Brain 
Trust” in the United States. But 
that it is possible few will doubt, 
especially as there is’a proof that 
it ean be done successfully in the 
Rockefeller Foundation, of which 
the report for 1933 has just been 
received. 

‘The activities of the Rockefeller 
Foundation need no explanation. 
"They cover an enormous field and 
Jembrace nearly every country. In 
his introduction to the report the 
president shows that the problem 
of adjustment to meet conditions 
to-day has not been lost sight of. 
He says: 


‘The period has been marked by 
economic, social, and political 
stress in many parts of the world, 
diving rise to pressing problems of 
national and international scope. A 
foundation dedicated to the wel 
fare of mankind, and which has 
conceived its function in the broad 
as aid in the process of the ra~ 
onalization of life, can neither 
remain indifferent to’ pressing cur~ 
Fent problems nor relinquish the 
support of the fundamentals on 
which, in the long run, the control 
‘of man's destiny depends. In its 
work for the year, the Rockefeller 
Foundation has been ‘conscious of 
both types of needs, While the 
Foundation has continued during 
the year its activity in furthering 
the advance of knowledge in the 
elds of public health, medical 
selence, natural science, social 
selence, and the humanities, its 
work in these fields has been 
vitally changed in scope through 
selection, for intensive work, of 
those subfields which contribute 
more directly to the general pro- 
lem of human behaviour, with the 
‘aim of controlling through under- 
Handing. 


How this has been accomplish 
ed is very briefly outlined in the 
report itself. Sandwiched between 
the secretary's report and the 
‘treasurer's report are separate scc- 
tions dealing with the Internation- 
‘al Health Division, the Medical 
Sciences, the Natural Sciences, the 
Social Sciences, Emergency Grants, 
‘and the Humanities. In a report 

















which has to be wieldy to be read, 


[barest information of what has 
‘been attempted can be given. The 
Foundation has interests all over 
the world—from the Far East to 
the extreme West; from the 
‘Southernmost portions of the world 
to the extreme North, And in 
every field there is a record of al- 
‘most uninterrupted progress. 


In the Far East alone the list of 
what has been accomplished 
‘makes impressive reading. In the 
year there has been assistance 
‘given to health services, social 
sciences, and in the promotion of 
schools ' of hygient and public 
health, sanitary engineering, and 
public’ health training stations. 
Other activities, include investiga- 
tion into the possibilities of basic 
English in this part of the world, 
the establishment of fellowships 
and the exchange of visits be- 
tween fellows in different coun- 
tries, and investigations and 
surveys of hookworm and malaria, 
‘China has had a good share of the 
benefits so conferred, both direct 
ly and indirectly. A number of 
institutions doing important. work 
in this country have received help. 
Included are the First Midwifery 
School in Peking; the Fukion 
Christian University in Foochow; 
Ginling College in Nanking, the 
‘opening of whose new building 
was recently described in this 
Journal; Lingnan University in 
Canton; the Marine Biological As- 
sociation of Amoy; Nankai Univer- 
sity in Tientsin; the National Cen- 
tral University of Nanking and Its 
Medical School here in Shanghal 
the Peking Union Medical College; 
/Shantung Christian University in 
‘Tsinan; and Yenching University 
In Peking, In addition a number 
Jof medical bodies have also re- 
jecived valuable assistance. In- 
‘directly there has been on exten- 
sion of facilities in other lands 
for the study of things Chinese 
and the peculiar problems 
fcontronting the rulers of this 
country. In Washington, to take 
an example, the Foundation ap- 
propriated U.S.$14,000 towards the 
development of a training centre 
for Eastern studies at the Congress 
Library as part of a large plan for 
developing cultural relations with 
the Far East in American colleges 
and universities. ‘The brary 
possesses one of the largest and 
most varied collections of Chinese 
works outside China, ‘The benefit 
of this may not be immediate as it 
must be to a certain extent in the 
other institutions assisted, but in 
the long run it should prove to be 
immense. Its juxtaposition with 
‘the others here illustrates how the 
two types of needs, the need of the 
future and the pressing need of 
the present, are being served 
together.

and lnmeseries and dwellings have 
all been carefully ‘measured and ex- 
Dlored, till we were forced to. the 
‘conclusion, that the border had at 
last been explored.

‘of last’ year's rain by the size of this 
‘year's rhubarb, We ‘had not thought 
oof that before, but it la a fact. ‘The 
Dolan Fxpedition, now on its way to 
Batang, hes absolutely the last word 
{in scientific measurement: and ex- 
editions still unborn will have con= 
alderable dimeulty measuring what 1s 
lett, At least ve thought so, till 
Mr. Fred. Crawford Brown walked 
‘on to the border last week. For 
two solid days, twelve hours each 
Gay, Mr Brown measured the terres 
tal’ magnetism with the latest in 
struments known to magnetic sur~ 
vey. It was something of @ shock 10 
us fo know that thig had not been 
‘measured betore, but more #0, when 
wo were made’ aware that it will 
have to be measured agatn.

ters dispense with hob-nailed boots. 
A Chinese graveyard is an ideal 
place for a magnetic survey as Chin= 
ese coffins seldom if ever have 
Chineso nails in them. Mr, Brown's 
greatest dimculty was to find a quiet 
spot far from the maddening crowd 
ag he would no sooner sot up his 
highly sensitive instruments than an 
enormous mob was on the scene. 
Fortunately Mr. Brown has a good 
command of the Chinese language 
and usually, with the help of the 
local magistrate, he was able to get 
through his magnetic survey. 

One day survey of twelve hours 
‘calls f2r a five or ten minutes read- 
ing and this was most fatiguing 
when a cold sun frowne behind a 
bank of clouds. In 1913 Mr. Brown 
eft Greenwich Observatory for 3 
magnetic survey of Australia when 
he was only ninoteen. We have had 
many femous travellers and explor— 
fers and scientists on the frontier but 
few have travelled so extensively as 
this young terrestial magnetic sur- 
veyer. Ho once travelled 70 
stages to reach Lake Chad and was 
told before he did so that he would 











need to drink “plenty” of whisky. 

however, he desired to “test 
and reached Lake Chat without 
the whisky. It would be difteult to 
find places in the Dark Continent 
where this young surveyer has not 
set up his instruments, and more so 
in the Republic of China. One very 
cold winter's night nearly twenty 
years ago we sat together in a 
@raughty boat and devoured @ Chin- 
ese chicken between Jaochow and 
Loping. 





‘An Old Memory 

Mr. Brown had forgotten the oc 
casion but I had a vivid) remem- 
brance of the delicious warm chicken 
dish. Since that day the magnetic 
surveyer has wandered all over 
China and recorded the terrestiat 
magnetism in practically all the pro- 
vinees. “His robber stories and "es 
capades are quite thrilling ands 
British flag he once made down in 
Yunnan is now in the Carnegie In- 
stitute of Terrestial Magnetic Survey 
in Washington. Mr. Brown is most 
particular. A British ag” without 
the Cross of St. George he consider= 
ed was no British fag at all, and as 
the country was very dangerous it 
was essential that the British flag 
should be complete. In Mongolia 
his boxes were ripped open and. the 
‘conten's thoroughly enjoyed. In 
‘conversation Mr. Brown trips very 
Ughtly from Nairobi to Urga and 
from’ there to. Antananarivo and 
back  ogain to Port Darwin. Many 
countries boast of what they call a 
“northern territory” and into these 
waste howling —wildernesses this 
young surveyer's foosteps have wan- 
‘dered. “Few men alive to-day ha 
travelled over as much of the earth's 
‘surface as Mr. Brown, yet he is moet 
reticent about it all 

Afier several days intensive mag- 
netic obrervations in Tachlenlu the 
young surveyer decided to see some- 
thing of the Tibetan Grasslands on 
| the other side of the Jedo. Leaving 
the city on Wednesday” morning, 
October 24, with two pack and of 
riding anithal, Mr. Brown — crossed 
the pass late’ in the —afterngon, It 
was cold and windy and misty yet 
the caravan managed to find” a 
‘camping spot one hour on the other 
side of the Jedo, at an altitude of 
12,000 ft. ‘The’ following day’ they 
fot to within'a short distance of 
‘Zhong-zha where a magnificlent 
view was obtained of the now 
famous Gong Ga.

CHINESE MISSIONS IN

SWATOW’S MONEY 
TROUBLES 


H. M. Minister Pays a Short 
Visit 
Frost Our Owx Comssroxoerr 


Swatow, Nov. 21 

‘The financial crisis which I revort— 
ed several weeks ago still shows no 
sign of passing; indeed at present 
| the state of thinss seems to be get- 
ting worse instead of better. ‘The 
depreciation of local paper money 
hhas uctuated back and forward. but 
it has never come near a parity with 
silver. In the last few days there 
hhas been a further serious decline, 
and it has reached a figure of near- 
ly forty. per cent. depreciation as 
‘compared ‘with Hongkong currency, 
‘and nearly twenty as compared with 
local s.lver. ‘The Bank of China has 
‘commenced to keep two sets of acy 
counts, one in silver and one in 
paper ‘currency, and that does not 
Seem to indicate that it expects a 
speedy end tothe present 
discrepancy between the two. 
No "one, whose opinion is 
worth having, seems to expect a re~ 
covery in the near future, or indeed 
ventures to prophesy in the matter 
at all. A disgraceful feature of the 
Situation is that at a time when all 
the energies of the leading business 
‘men of the port ought to be devoted 
to dealing with it, the various. 
Darties in the chamber of commerce 
Are engaged in one of their recur~ 
ing bouts of strife and intrigue over 
the election of the new chairman. Tt 
is indeed freely said that the bitter~ 
ness ot party strife within the 
chamber ‘has been a considerable 
contributing factor of the present 
crisis. 

‘Yesterday and to-day the city has 
been astir over the visit of H. M. 
Minister, Sir Alexander Cadogan. 
He arriced in HMS, Falmouth at 
hnoon yesterday, and in the afternoon 
the British and other foreign na~ 
tlonals and the leading Chinese of 
clals had an opportunity of meeting 
Sir Alexander and Lady Theodosia 
Cadogan at a reception given by the 
British corsul, Mr. Pratt, and Mrs. 
Pratt, at the club, where there was 
f very large attendance. This fore 
rhoon the minister was the guest of 
the mayor, and after being shown 
the chief’ sights of the city in 
the course of a car drive, was en. 
tertained to tiffin at the ‘municipal 
offices. Representatives of the British 
community and the various consuls 
were aiso invited. Among those 
present was Colonel C,H. Chang. 
who had been specially deputed by 
General Chen Chictang to come. 
from Canton to welcome him on his 
entry “into the province. Short 
speeches were made in which satis- 
faction was expressed at the present 
satisfactory state of the relations 
between the two countries. ‘The 
‘mayor himself was unfortunately 
Prevented by illness from attending. 
Sir Alexander and his party left for 
‘Canton in the afternoon. 

Restriction Removed 


I reported some months ago an 
extraordinary ruling of the Canton 
Finance Bureau that a deed of per- 
‘petual lease of land made out to a 
foreign national carries with it no 
right of sale to another party, the 
particular case on which it was made 
being a proposed purchase by the 
English Presbyterian Mission of a 
new site for thelr hospital. Tt is 
understood that the Finance Bureau 
has now withdrawn its objection, 
under pressure from Nanking, and 
that the transaction will be allowed 
to go forward. 5 

‘According to newspaper reports 
the pontoon bridge which at present 
crosses the branch of the river be- 
tween tne railway station and the 





concrete structure, and work is to be 
Degun on. it almost at once. The 
new ‘bridge will cost about two 
hundred thousand dollars, and the 
main part of this amount is to be 
found by the rallway company. ‘The 
present approach to the railway sta~ 
tion is far from worthy of the city: 
and it is to be hoped that his report 
proves true. 








NEW SPECIAL DUTY SHIPS

GENEROUS GIFT TO 
. NANKING 


‘Dr. Ferguson's Collection for 
University 
Front ox Own Comesronsinr 


Nanking, Nov. 24. 

‘Yesterday the Board of Directors 
of the University of Nanking held 
its semi-annual meeting at the Uni 
versity. ‘There was a full attendance 
of members of the Board. Among 
those present were Dr. C. T. Wang, 
former Foregn Minister in the 
Nationalist Government; Han Li-wu, 
Secretary of the Board of ‘Trustees 
fof the British Boxer Indemnity 
Fund; R. ¥. Lo of the Legislative 
Yuen; C. S. Chen of the Ministry of 
Industries; Dr. J.C. Ferguscn of 
Peking. Mr. T. C. Woo, Chairman of 
he Board, presided at’ the meetings. 

“Announcement was made concern 
ing several important gifts to the 
Universily and in regard to the 
erection of new buildings 

‘Approval was given of the erce- 
tion of @ building which will house 
the private collection of bronzes, 
porcelains, paintings, jades and other 
cultural objects which Dr. Ferguson 
tas donated to the University.” Dr. 
Ferguson was the first president of 
the University, holding ‘ofice from 
1888 to 1897, and has been a director 
continuously ‘since that time. His 
‘collection of Chinese objets art| 
was begun while he was president. 
Tt ig the most valuable private 
collection in China and contains a 
‘umber of specimens which are not 
(neludea in any other collection in. 
the world. Funds will be given by 
‘the alunini of the University for the 
building to house the collection. 
Pending the erection of this bulld- 
| ing, by special arrangement with the 
Ministry of the Interior of the 
National Government, the collection 
will be exhibited in'the Wen Hwa 
Palace in Peking. 

‘This ie the first gift of its kind 
‘and value to be made for the use of 
the public in China, and the Direc 
tore expressed thelr appreciation of 
‘he generous gift by Dr. Ferguson 
and of the arrangements made by 
the National Government for the 
temporary exhibition of the collec- 
ton’ in Peking. 

‘The New Library 

Announcement was made of the 
‘action of the National Government 
in donating to the University. 100,- 
‘000 yuan in government bonds, this 
being the second payment on the 
promise of the Government of $300,- 
000" yuon for the erection and 
maintenance of a Ubrary atthe 
University. Plans for the brary 
building “are being drawn and the 
Directors expressed thelr deep ap- 
preciation to the Government for its 
‘ald at this time. 

‘Approval was given for the con 
struction of a new dormitory for 
students and of the erection of a 
four-unit faculty residence. Approval 
was also given of the erection of a 
gymnasium for the Middle School 
from funds contributed by the 
alumni ond friends of the school. 

The University has been assisting 
in the developing of small scale in- 
dustry, such as wool weaving, and 
its Inttial efforts have been thus far 
successful. The Directors approved of 
co-operation with the  Munteipal 
Gevernment of Nanking in thie 
ela. 

‘The enrolment at the University 
fs the largest In Its history. Tn the 
Colleges. and Junior College Course, 
there are nearly 800 students en 
rolled; in the University as a whole 
{neluding affiliated schools, the total 
fs approximately 1700.

‘The Difficulty of Securing 
Convictions Blamed 


Front Oo Own Comesroxooer 


‘Tsingkiantpu, Ku,, Nov. 23, 

Considerable apprehension is being 
felt by local poople because of the 
Increased activity and boldness of 
[bandits in this section. Several weeks 
‘ago two men from a southern hog 
firm, buying up hogs for shipment, 
[were carried off from one of the main 
[streets of this eity just at dusk, along 
‘with a large and heavy valise con- 
taining a. sum of money. The 
boldness of this act can be judged 
by the fact that it was from a densely 
populated section, that the men were 
forced to go to’ the “waits!” (mud 
‘wall) and “were laboriously helped 
down through a deep moot and up 
the other side with a number of 
people watching.

Another source of worry to the 
[people throughout the country border 
ing. on the old bed of the Yellow 
River is. the horde of workers, sald 
to ‘be 180,000, now being collected to 
dig out the bed of this river. ‘These 
‘men are not suflciently fed and have 
already been guilty of pilfering and 
taking food stuffs for thelr own use 
‘As ‘the cold weather increases and 
they are improperly clothed and 
housed they will be a potential 
menace of the first order. It is 
sincerely hoped that those “high up" 
will "eateflly supervise” this! work 
‘and see that the money appropriated

He landed on a dull afternoon wnes 
it was not actually raining, and he 
has had one brilliantly fine day—but 
for the rest he has seen our skies 
‘at thler greyest and our days and 
nights at thelr wettest, and these 
first Impressions will be bound to 
colour much of his outlook T should 
Imagine. He must, however, have 
been impressed by his welcome. We 
went out our way to greet him fit. 
tingly, and from the moment when 
he landed in Penang until the time 
when he got away toa peaceful 
evening at Governinent House here, 
fhe was kept actively employed by’ 
his new subjects. Tt is seldom that 
we have a new Governor here so 
that the occasion may well be made 
the subject of a letter to you. 











‘Those of us who have made our 
homes in this country cannot have 
falled to rejoice at the first words 
that His Excellency allowed 10 be 
published about his feelings concern~ 
ings this country. “I'am looking 
forward with keen interest to my 
work in Malaya,” he told three news- 
paper editors who were specially al 
Towed to interview him soon after 
his landing in Penang, and he con- 
tinued: “I have heard a great deal 
about the country both before T was 
pointed and since. T have been 
struck by the unanimous opinion 
that Malaya is a very pleasant and 
happy country to live in. I have 
not met” any man of woman with a 
word to say against Malaya. Of 
‘ost other countries you hear it 
sald that they are very nice but 
that you get tired of them. T have 
not heard one word of that about 
Mi Tt seems to be a country 
which inspires affection in those who 
live in it.

RETURNED CHINESE 
PROVIDED FOR 


Special Colony Founded in 
Anhwei Province 


Nanking, Nov. .26. 

In view of the present world-wide 
leconomie depression, many overseas 
Chinese have returned to their home 
‘country, according to official estimates 
compiied by the National Overseas 
/Affairs Committee of the Chinese 
‘Government. 

Latest reports indicate that there 
jare now only 7,800,000 Chinese living 
jabroad. For the year 1933, about 
132,000 Chinese nationals left this 
country but 278.000 Chinese 
from abroad. Some of the overseas 
‘Chinese who have returned are in a 
good financial condition but the 
jgreat majority of them are in a 
[destitute state. The Overseas Affairs 
‘Committee of the Chinese Govern- 
ment is supplying these persons with 
{travelling funds so that they may 
return {0 their native villages in 
[China, but it is generally agreed that 
Ja more permanent plan must be 
formulated for a satisfactory solution 
lof this serious proble 

Mr. Chen Shu-jen, chairman of the 
Overseas Affairs Committee, went in 
‘August to Anhwei to investigate the 
possibilities of organizing a special 
colony for these destitute overseas 
Chinese, In 1913 a certain Kan 
'Yung-kwei who had returned to 
[China from Panama went to Sbut 
IYang Cheng, near Hsuang Chen, to 
lorganize a farm colony there. ‘The 
lexperiment was a success and there 
fare mow 900 overseas Chinese who 
ave settled down in that colony, 
Mr. Chen, therefore, conceived the 
plan of purchasing 7,000 mow of land 
Jat Shul Yang Cheng and Tse Hsi 
‘Cheng which is only ten Mt away 
‘The new colony will be known 
“Chiao Lo Tsun," or a village of ha 
pines for the overseas Chinese. 

‘The detailed regulations for the 
new colony were officially promul- 
gated to-day. “Mr. Shen Yung-hsi and 
Mr. Liu Ching-chai of the Oversei 
Affairs Committee will be the a 
ministrative officers and the two of- 
‘clals will leave for the new colony 
fon November 29. All Chinese. 1 
fionals who have returned from 
abroad and who are in destitute con- 
ition, may register at the Overseas 
‘Affairs Committee. Those who are 
{qualified will be given.land and farm 
implements with the hope that they 
will begin life anew in Chino Lo 
Tseun.

CHINESE PLEA FOR 
GOOD-WILL 


Dr. Sze Urges Financial 
Co-operation 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 26. 
‘The world's good.will and financi 
co-operation for the economie modei 
nization of China was solicited to. 
day by Dr. Alfred Sze, Chinese 
Minister to the United States, 


Dr. Sze was the principal speaker 
at the meeting of the Academy of 
Political Science. 

Without referring to the political 
situation in the Orient, the diplomat 
said he privately sponsored the 
China Development Finance Cor- 
poration for the purpose of co- 
operating in organizing to facilitate 
combined Chinese and foreign invest- 
ments. 

‘The corporation, he said, will aleo 
help to speed Chinese economic and 
social modernization, which has ac 
vanced exceptionally rapidly recently. 

‘Dr. Sze forecast early aerial con- 
nections between China and Europe, 
and China and the United States. 


He cited coinage reforms, and 
telephone and highway  extensions| 
as things that have already been ai 
‘complished in China as aids to the 
nation's administrative — efficiency, 
vastly improving conditions inter. 
nationally as well as domestically. 
‘The resistance of the Japan oc- 
cupation of Shanghai by Chinese 
troops in 1932 was cited by Dr. Szo| 
as a demonstration of the effective-| 
ness of organized and equipped Chi. 




















GEOLOGIST GIVEN 
MINE POST 


Dr. Oong Wen-hao Chief of 
Chung Yuan Company 


Nanking, Nov. 30. 

Dr. Oong Wen-hao, the foremost 
geologist in China, has been in- 
structed by General Chiang Kal-shek 
to proceed at once to Honan to re- 
organize the Chung Fu Corporation 
which is a joint Sino-Britlsh coal 
mining enterprise, 

It will be recalled that the Pekin 
Syndicate, Limited, was formed by 
British interests to develop coal 
mines near Chinghuachien in Honan. 
Production began in 1908, Frequent 
disputes with the Chinese Govern- 
ment regarding the encroachment of 
native mining companies on the con- 
cession granted the company led to 
many protracted negotiations. Tt was 
finally decided to organize a Chung 
Fu Corporation with ite capital 
jointly subseribed by the Syndicate 
and a group of native companies: 
amalgamated under the name. of 
‘Chung Yuan Company. ‘The cor= 
poration was to be sole agent for all 
coal produced in the district. 

‘The new company was not a suc 
cess, Apart from experiencing dim- 
culties with the Honan Provinelal 
Government, the management was 
found to be unsatisfactory and the 
company made no profits, After 
receiving repeated appeals and re- 
presentations from the Pekin Syndl- 
cate, Limited, General Chiang Kal- 
shek has now agreed to give this 
matter his personal attention, at is, 
earned from authoritative sources 
that Dr. Oong Wen-hao has been 
requested by the Generalissimo to 
take charge of the Chung Fu

‘The comparative quietness was 
‘again broken and then by the loudest 
roar af all, ‘The bride, seated by 
her father’s side, came into view 
with another Guards escort.

‘The Archbishop spoke of “this} 
man” and “this woman” and at once 
there seemed to be an intimate con- 
tact with the young couple goiny| 
through a ceremony in which they| 
had the sympathy of all who heard,| 
within and without. The Duke's first 
Fesponee was obviously tinged wilh 
nervousness but it was clear enough 
for all that. He gained confidence 
‘and his volee, strangely like that of 
his elder brother, betokened his 




















depth of feeling. His bride's deep| 
gentle tones, with an accent as Eng.| 
Ush as his, were composed but not 
unmindful of the solemnity of the 
occasion. His “I will” was distinctly 
heard but hers was even clearer, 
Finally came the pronouncement that 
they were man and wife. 

Up to that time, the broadcast had 
been almost perfect. Thence forward 
came interruptions, although a trans- 
fer to Australia gave some  rellet. 
So the rest was confused. Only a 
portion of the Archbishop's address 
was heard, Tt was enough to tell 
that he was paternally reminding the 
newly-married pair not only of the 
vows of thelr state but also of their 
duties and responsibilities of their 
place in the world, He referred to 
the love and affection borne to the 
King and to the warm-hearted greet- 
Ing given the bride by the people of 
her new country. — Eloquently the 
Archbishop closed on a note of appeal. 
In thelr happiness they should re-

Emergency Relief Mancuvres to 
Repeated 





With the advent of wintry weather, 
the Chinese authorities have. be-

‘The authorities have also planned 
to repeat the emergency relief 
manceuvres, as recently staged In 
Chinese tertitories, under severe win- 
ter conditions.

CURVATURES OF THE 
SPINE CURE 


Major Part in Experiments 
by Local Doctors Told 


Ma reds of thousands of 
people are doomed to crippling by| 
reason of the insuffciency of ou: 
resent therepy of spinal deformities. 

‘This is the view of Dr. Engel whe 
or Monday evening gave a lecture on 
the subject to a meeting of the 
Shanghai Science Institute, 322 Route| 
hist. 

Tt would appear that from in. 
teresting experiments performed by| 
Dr, Engel in collaboration with Dr. 
Richer, there is a possibility of some 
improvement in the near future, 

After painstaking experiments, the 
two doctors. have succeeded In ‘find- 
ing a method of producing curvatures 
of the spine in young goats by the 
application of radium. They have 
learnt therefrom that the part ot 
the bone which is responsible for 
the growth of such curvatures in 
the spine, is radio-sensitive. It tx 
deduced therefrom that it is possible 
to hinder the development of the 
bone in elrcumscribed places by ex. 
posing them to radium action. 

By exposing only one half of onz 
or several vertebral bones, the ex- 
posed side remains shorter’ than the 
remaining side. The result may be 
a curvature. This is what exactly 
happened in the experiments with 
the goats, just as the doctors ex. 
pected. 

‘Application of the same method to 
curvatures alredy existing mus: 
be possible to re-curve them in the 
direction required but {twill be 
necessary to place the radium of on 
the side of the convexity. This will 
be the second step in the experi. 
ments now to be made. 

The first step has been acomplish- 
‘ed and this is the most important in 
the interest of the success of the 
experiment. From the pictures the 
lecturer, Dr. Engel, was able *9 
show his audience, the success of the 
Qrst part of his enterprise with Dr. 
Richer, was amply demonstrated. Tho

A Feast of Beauty 
Collectors will thrill with en- 
husiasm as they go from room to

‘The auction also will delight the 
hearts of ordinary persons, perhaps 
not quite so well versed in Oriental 
art, "but lovers, " nevertheless, of 
beautiful things. "If one is interested 
in vases, for instance, the auction 
room will be just the place to go 
There is one of special note, a Clair 
de Lune (sky-blue) vase of the Yung 
Chen dynasty. Any collector, doubt 
less, would enjoy adding to his own 
collection the blue and white soft- 
paste vase, with aster and ~ floral 
4esign, which was made in the Kien 
Lung ‘dynasty, somewhere between 
1736" and 1796 

Mr. Eickhoff, going through the 
house with Interested visiors,. tells 
the Ristory of each individual ‘plece. 
He starts first at the room on the left 
of ‘the “entrance hall, where are 
gathered all the procelains, vases, 
statuary, and smaller pieces. He stops 
before a statue and strokes it rev 
erently. ‘This, he says, is a rare 
Kwan Yen statue of the relgn of the 
Ming dynasty’s first emperor, Hung 
Wu, over 700 years ago. He moves 
on to a Sung dynasty basket-shaped 
vase. This is particularly lovely with 
Hts elegant “contours covered with 
white glaze “and decorated in ‘five 
colour “designs. On one side is 3 
landscape with one lonely man. On 
the other side there are two ducks 
swimming in a pond, with lotus 
flowers and reeds ‘on the other sides. 


Egypt's Influence 


From there he goes to a table 
which holds a collection of” some 
very ancient things of the “Han 
Jdynasty. ‘These include old pottery 
of a decided Egyptian influence, 
heads and camels that were buried 
for years in some mountain tomb 
Jand ‘then at test exhumed by vandals 
jand brought down to the cities. 
[There is a jewel casket of the Han 
Jdynasty, some old pewter vases that 
Jare at least 1,200. years old, and a 
pair of grave lanterns which may 
fin time grace some modern house- 
lpolder’s doorstep. One of the most 
intriguing and unusual pleces "for 
auction is an old” Ming dynasty 
temple. Two storeyed and of red 
icequer, it is exquisitely carved with 
Jexpressive designs and’ inlaid with 
Jseveral hundred pieces of green jade. 
[The entire history of the temple is 
‘written in gold caracters on the back. 

‘The auction catalogue includes a 
ftteenth century marble pagoda 
ands house theatre, suitable 
fer Punch and July shows, 
all done in gilt and gold leat. 
‘There are marble plaques, rare 
Screens, silk and velvet brocades, a 
Mongolian helmet, and old plates of 
untold value to collectors. "Of spe- 
cial interest is an old Sung-plece, a 
bowl which may have been a kitchen 
jar, but which nevertheless, repre- 
sents the aeme in art with its sim- 
pliclty in line and design. 


‘A Glut of Romance 

‘Too numerous to mention are all 
these valuable and historical ariicles. 
Just glimpsing them one by one con- 
Jures up whole reams of romance of 
days gone by. They represent the 
everyday articles of use and the high- 
est forms of art in centuries gone by. 
‘There is a pair of stirrups, fron and 
inlaid with silver, worn perhaps by a 
‘warrior of the Sung dynasty. Near 
at hand is" the delicate clay bamboo 
figure of a lady done by Yang Huel- 
chih in the Tang dynasty. There is 
Imperial ‘Kien Lung silk velvet 
brocade hanging from the walls. On 
fa table one finds hand-painted cups 
ot the thinnest porcelain, and, dis- 
played with dozens of other vases,

Large Seizures by Customs 
Authorities 


‘A motor fishing-boat, carrying ap. 
proximately $80,000 worth of artif- 
cial silk, and believed to have been 
fon her ‘maiden voyage, was picked 
up by the Revenue Department of 
the Chinese “Maritime Customs off 
the mouth of the Yangtze estuary on 
Friday last, ‘The caryo consisted of 
300 bags of artificial sitk of 120 tb.

Col. Graham's Appeal for 
More Men for Corps 


“The young man of Shanghai has 
his spare time mapped out in social 
activities to the last minute. It would 
be a good thing if his employers could 
impress on him the importance of 
selting apart 20 hours out of the 365, 
ays in the year for Volunteer train- 
ing.” “That was Colonel F. R. W. 
Graham's summing up of the Shang- 
hai Volunteer Corps’ recruiting pro- 
lem to which Mr. H. V, Wilkinson 
made reference on Thuréday when 
proposing Colonel Graham's health at 
‘the monthly luncheon of the Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society of St. 
George. Colonel Graham was a guest 
of honour in partnership with Dr. A- 
©. Price, the President of St, David's 





Society. 
‘Mr. Wilkinson briefly referred to 
Colonel Graham's distinguished 


career, congratulated him on his re- 
cent promotion to substantive rank. 
‘and then pointedly emphasized ths 
need for a flow of recruits to make 
the new brigade scheme a success. 
It was also delicately suggested that 
Colonel Graham, in the light of his 


‘experience as a’ Volunteer Adjutant |, 


in Malaya, would draw comparisons 
between the Malaya Volunteers and 
‘those of Shanghai. 

Malaya and Shanghai 

Colonel Graham, as his recora 
shows, Is a brave soldier, but bravery 
does not imply rashness, Therefore 
he wisely refused to be drawn into 
comparisons. ‘This much he did say: 
the ditieully of recruitment in the 
Straits Settlements and in Shanghai 
hhas this common factor: in the Straits 
it was found that in’ towns like 
Singapore, Kuala Lumpur and 
Penang, it was more dificult to get 
Europeans {0 join the Volunteers 
than it was from the upeountry 
stations, ‘The reason was, of course. 
‘that i larger communities, social 
activities were more extensive and 
consequently took up more of a 
young man’s spare time, 

Colonel Graham insisted that the 
reorganization scheme had resulted 
in reducing to a minimum any waste 
of the Volunteer "The oMcer 
who had gone through the lecture 
courses in the early part of the year 
were now imparting the knowledge 
gained to their own men, and, 
similarly, the non-commissioned 
oficers who had undergone weapon 
training were now instructing where 
they previously were taught. ‘This 
‘was a good sign. ‘The handling of 
@ Corps. consisting of twenty-theee 
units and one regular battalion was 
not an easy task, but ever since he 
had been to Malaya Colonel Graham 
iad been bitten by enthusiasm for 
volunteering. ‘The experience of 1914 
showed that the volunteer was a very 
Amportant factor in national defence, 
‘and from the point of view of the 
British community in Shanghal, it 
‘was highly necessary that that fact 
should be borne in mind. The 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps was unique. 
Tt had to perform duties which no 
other Volunteers in the world had 
to face. For example, its primary 
purpose was to assist the police in 
times of emergency before regular 
troops could be brought into play. 
‘To those around him who were em- 
ployers, Colonel Graham appealed for 
support in obtaining suitable recruits 
for the British units of the Corps.

appreciatively noted by the President, 
was briefly grateful to the Committee 
for the compliment they had pai 
him and hig Society.

ATTEMPT TO SALVE 
STRANDED SHIP 


City of Cambridge on Pratas 
Reef Since October 


An attempt is to be made in the 
near future to salvage the ss. City 
of Cambridge and her cargo. 
Messrs. Lacey & Cannon, Ltd,, local 
‘agents of the City Line, on Thursday 
concluded an agreement with the 
Shanghai Tug & Lighter Co., Lid., 
whereby the latter will endeavour 
to salvage the vessel and her cargo. 
which stranded on the Pratas Reef 
Jon October 6. 

‘The story of the res:ue of the 
crew, who for over two days re- 
fused to abandon the ship despite 
mountainous seas, by the 10,000-ton 
crusier HMS. Suffolk, will -be re- 
membered as one of the most hazar- 
Jdous pieces of work at sea within 
recent years. 

‘The City of Cambridge is a Brit- 
ish freighter displacing 7,000 tons 
‘and belonging to the City Line, 
Limited. She stranded on’ Pratas 
/Reet on October 6 shortly after leav- 
ing Hongkong, where she had loaded 
cargo for China ports and Dairen 
in addition to that she already had 
consigned for the Far East from Eu- 
ropean ports.

Takahashi, then seventy-nine years 
old, fought a vigorous ‘and success 
ful' battle fora seat _in the Lower, 
House. ‘The Okada Cabinet, it is 
‘stated, has been immensely strength- 
ened “by the inclusion of Mr. 
‘Takabash! among its members. and 
reference’ is made to the confidence 
which the oclogenarian financial 
expert commands not only among 
financiers but with the general 
public as well. 

Furthermore, when called upon to 
withdraw from the party because he 
joined the Cabinet without consult- 
ing with the leaders of the Seiyukal, 
Mr. ‘Takahashi replied that he was 
unable to do so and is said to have 
berated the present leaders of the 
parly for thelr narrow.mindedness.

NESTORIAN CHURCH 
An Inquiry 


To the Editor of the 
“Nomru-Cuawa Datty News” 

‘Sm—In the days of the Tang| 
‘dynasty there lived a famous Prefect 
Jof Hanchow, Sze, called Fang Kung, 
who 1s reputed" to have been a 
Nestorian Christian. A year or two 
‘ago there existed in a temple near 
this “city an ancient monumental 
‘stone which was said to bear Fang 
‘Kung’s name, and to bear witness to| 
the Nestorian church 4@t - ‘The stone 
bore as a heading four large charac- 
ters, which four characters also ap- 
peared on the outer wall of the 
temple. ‘These four characters were 

SRAM Ching Fuh Ku Li 
Unfortunately both the stone and 
the outer wall were destroyed in the 
making of the “ma lu” a few years 
ago. 

‘The two characters 
the Nestorian Tablet “at Sian with 
the meaning "Blessings of Christian 
ity," and assuming that the temple 
had a Nestorian origin, should 
translate the above inscription as 
“Original Home of the Blessings of 
Christianity", and think it likely 
that the place marks the site of an 
original church founded by Fang 
Kung. ‘This theory has since been 
strengthened by the discovery that 
fan earlier name for the temple, but 
@ name not now used, was” #eABe| 
which might be translated “Temple 
of Christian Blessing” 

‘This appears to provide a new 
clue to assist in tracing the devel- 
‘opment of Nestorian Christianity in 
China. We already know that Nes 
torlan temples existed in many 
places; that, for instance, there were 
two at Chengtu, and that they were 
known sometimes as “Persian tem 
ples", and sometimes as “Syrian tem 
ples”. Now I think we can add this 
third name, 

T have already found that there i 
market-town, with a temple, both 
called by this name, close to Tung- 
jchuan. in this province, and, there- 
fore, I think it Is probable that 
that place also, in the Tang period, 
there was a Christian monastery, 

‘The same name probably occurs in 
many other parts of the country, and 
in each case might prove a valuable 
clue. I wish, therefore, to ask the 
hospitality of your columns to invite 
Feaders in all parts of the country 
who know of the existence of this 
name in their districts tobe kind 
‘enough to communteate with me. 


Tt should be observed that the 
name Ching Fuh Yuan §ugipt may 
exist Jn some places hidden beneath 
corrupted form. In fact, T have in 
‘my possession another map, a_mo- 
dern and carelessly printed sheet, in 
which the above-mentioned market 
town appears as Chen Fuh Yuan 
TEA@PE although the Post Office map| 
‘and the local speech both.call it by 
the former name.

‘Another friend received this short] 
wave broadcast not only direct. but 
also as re-transmitied by KZRM 
‘Manila on medium wave. Unfortun-| 
ately in the latter case reception was| 
interfered with considerably by| 
speeches and music broadcast trom] 
@ powerful Japanese station operat. 
ing on a wave length almost identical| 
with Manila's. Others have experi- 
fenced similar trouble with this 
‘Japanese station when listening to 
‘other medium wave stations, XMHA 
‘Shanghai for example, and it appears 
that the station's "transmitter 
faulty inasmuch as it has harmonics 
which can be clearly picked up all 
along the dial, at 630, 690, 750, 810, 
‘870, 926, 1,010 and 1,200 kilocycles. It 
would be interesting to know. it 
other radio enthusiasts along the 
Yangtze or elsewhere experience 
similar difficulties with this Japanese| 
station. Nanking’s station, incident- 
ally, though very powerful, | keeps 
to ils own part of the dial and does 
not interfere with reception from 
other stations.

Neutrals Counting Votes

Sm—Reuter cabled from  Saat= 
bruecken under date of November 
23, that a total of 600 German-speak- 
ing neutrals, composed of 350 Swiss, 
350 natives of Luxemburg and 100 
Netherlanders, will preside over the 

Saar voling ‘centres. 

No exception can be takeri to this 
statement as it stands, but it fails to 
bring out a point which may be of 
some importance in connection with 
the fortheoming plebiscite. 

While in Luxemburg and Switeer- 
lend, German is the, or one of the 
official tongues, this is not so in the 
Netherlands. Only a small part of 
the latter “country is of German 
language, a corner of the province, 
of Limburg, “where” we find stich 
geographical names as: Waubach, 

uprick and Bocholz. It is “not 
likely that many of the 100 Nether 
landers chosen for the plebiscite are 
from that tiny German-speaking 
district. Most of these 100. Nether= 
landers therefore will be Germat 
speaking only in the sense that they 
have studied the language. This, I 
suppose, explains why 30° compara- 
Lively few Netherlanders have been 
chosen, “However thoroughly they 
may have mastered the German 
Janguage, the Saar population Is 
likely to’ recognize them at once by 
their speech as non-German,

Shanghai, Nov. 26, 
THE DOOR OF HOPE 
After Seven Years 


To the Editor of the 
‘Nonrn-Cuaxa Dany News! 
Sin—I_ was asked out to tiffs 
with ‘some very old friends. yester= 
day. in 1927 1 remember going to 
visit che ladies in the Door of Hope. 
‘They were then attempting to house 
their large family in an alley. off 
Avenue Foch. Yesterday I found 
them in a commodious Chinese house 
in-No. 20 Robison Road. My friends 
had prepared a Chinese meal whieh 
we all partook of with relish and 

then J was taken to see the 
It now consists of more than 
hundred girls and women, rescued 
from fuch surroundings as may be 
guessed at but need not be described, 
Remembering the pit from — which 
these women have been drawn 1 
was amazed at the happiness mani- 
fest in their faces. ‘Those who have, 
in past days contributed to the Door 
of Hope may be satisfied that their 
sitts have been well and prudently 
‘Qdministered and have purchased 
Uberty and self respect to many 
who, through no fault of their own, 
‘were cast into a maelstrom of vice. 
They ore housed. in comfortable 
rooms and one has the pleasant 
sensation of being in a home rather 
than in on institution. We visited 
the bedrooms, “kitchen, store rooms 
‘and bathing quarters.’ The inmates. 
take it in turn to bathe and wash 
their clothes which are hung to dry 
Jn a spacious courtyard, 


We also saw the workroom where 
we saw the girls at work. ‘They are 
first taught to make shoe soles of 
native cloth and when proficient. are 
advanced to the stage where they 
‘can cut and make their own clothes. 
But the piece de resistance was the 
embroidery room. There women 
‘who have been long in the home ply 
their needles under expert, guidance. 
The material they work. on is 
stretched on a frame and is never 
feven touched with their hands. 
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One saw at a glance that this is 
not the kind of embroidery one sees 
in the Chinese shops. It is not done 
by sweated labour in crowded and 
unwholesome surroundings, tiring to 
the eyes and bodies of the poor 
little ‘manipulators. “These poor 
souls are called to work at the first 
fush of dawn and are rarely in bed 
before midnight. 

In the Door of Hope the workers 
are in wholesome surroundings and, 
therefore, the output is much 
superior to the ordinary China shop 
stuff, We saw exquisite  layettes, 
and linen articles for all up-to-date 
requirements.

fresh black caviar, produce of the. 
USSR. in hermetically sealed tins 
of five Russian Ib, each, at the price 
‘of G.$70 per pood cuit. Shanghat” in. 
‘two ots, ‘the frst of which was to 
arrive at the end of December 1933.

1934, ‘The defendants deny, inter

Sailor Stabs River Policeman 


Jack Finyan, an American sailor 
who is accused of stabbing Sergeant 
J. Stritzel_in the back following

Mr. Stanley Baldwin on German Re-Armament: 
No Ground for Undue Alarm 


GOOD GROUNDS FOR GRAVE ANXIETY 


‘opening speech of the 
‘eagerly-awaited debate in the House 
of Commons on the Imperial De- 
fence policy, Mr. Winston Chur- 
chill scouted the suggestion that 
war was either imminent or inevit- 
able. “But,” he sald, “if we do not 
erin forthwith to put ourselves in 
Position of security it may soon! 
3e Beyond our power to do so.” 


London, Nov. 28. 

‘A debate on armaments, in which 
‘an important speech was made by 
‘Mr. Stanley Baldwin, Lord Presi~ 
dent of the Council, took place in 
the House of Commons to-day, 

ft arose on an amendment to the 
Address to the ‘Throne, moved by 
Mr. Winston Churchill, ‘stating that, 
in ‘the present circumstances of the 
‘world; “the strength of Britain's 
defences, especially in the air, were 
inadequate, 

‘Mr, Churchill declared that the 
great new fact which riveted the 
attention of the world was that 
Germany was re-arming on land, to 
some extent on the sea and, what 
concerned Britain most, in the alr. 

‘A week or ten days of intensive 
dombing of London would kill or 
‘maim 30,000 to 40,000 people, he said, 
and 3,000,000 to 4,000,000" persons 
would "soon be driven into the 
country. very part of the country 
was almost within range of an air 
attack, It was practically useless to 
move arsenals and factories to the 
‘west coast. 

‘Mr. Churchill stated that, pending 
some new discovery, the only practi 
cal measure of defence was ability 
to intlict as much damage on the 
enemy as he could inflict upon us. 
‘This might give complete immunity. 


British Measures 


‘The speaker advocated the main- 
tenance at all costs in the next ten 
years of an air force substantially 
‘stronger than Germany's. The Ger- 
mans were very friendly, and there 
‘was no reason to think that they 
would attack Britain, but, under the 
‘Nazi regime, he declared, the deci- 
‘slon of only’ a handful of men was 
required to launch an attack without 
notice, ¢ 

Germany, Mr. Churchill added, was 
legally building an alr force ‘con- 
trary to the Treaty of Versailles. 
‘The mystery of German armaments 
must be cleared up. Germany's 
factories were working practically 
under war conditions. At the end of 
1086, the German air force would 
be nearly 50 per cent. stronger than 
Britain's, and in 1937 would be 
double our strength, 

Mr. Churchill contended that the 
measures of H.M. Government for 
strengthening the air force were in- 
adequate, and said that Britain would 
be unabie to intervene usefully in 
sustaining thie peace of Europe if she 
herself were the most vulnerable of 
all 













































‘Mr, Baldwin's Reply 


‘Mr. Baldwin, who. stated that the 
‘subject had engaged the attention of 
‘the Government for some time past, 
sald he had not yet given up hope 
‘of some kind of armament limitation 
or ‘restriction, He desired to say 
nothing which would make more 
digicult the approaches which must 
follow from their discussion, but 
‘one of the foundations of suspicion 
‘and malaise in Europe to-day was 
not only fear but ignorance outside 
Germany and secrecy inside 

‘He sketched political developments 
im Europe in the last year or two 
following the change of regime in 
Germany and particularly referred 
to the withdrawal of Germany from 
the League of Nations and from the 
Disarmament Conference, which oc 
‘curred at a moment when there were 
fairer hopes of accomplistiing some- 
thing substantial than had been the 
case for many years, 

‘The team-work at Geneva among 
the nations of Europe was thus 
broken in relation to a nation whose 
Presence was of the first import 
ance, 

‘Mr. Baldwin referred to the signs 
‘ot_nervousness which followed th 
different parts of Europe and which 
‘would not have occurred had not 
Germany left the League and had 
not her internal actions in regard 
to armaments been shrouded from 
that date in mystery. He expressed 
‘the hope that, when this question 
was considered in Germany, they 
would ask themselves whether the 
price Germany was paying In this 
‘mental condition of Europe was 








worth the secreey that was being 
maintained and the breaking of the 
link at Geneva. 


Reports Exaggerated 

Referring to particular points 
raised by Mr. Churchill in regard 
to the extent of German re 
armament, Mr. Baldwin said the 
seerecy enshrouding what was going 
‘on in Germany had made it difficult 
for him to give particulars. 

Rumours had been prevalent 
about the formation of an army. 
HM. Government believed they 
were founded on fact and that 
Germany was increasing and extend. 
ing her long-service army of 100,000 
‘men into a shortaservice peace time 
army of 300,000, That was the claim 
made for her at the time she left 
the Disarmament Conference. ‘To 
what extent it had been completed, 
‘he could not say for certain, 

“T think i is correct to say that 
the Germans are engaged in creat- 
ing an airforce,” continued Mr. 
Baldwin, “I think most of the 
accounts given in this country and 
Jn the press are very much exagger- 
ated. “I cannot give the actual 
number of service type aircraft, but 
T can give two estimates between 
which the correct figures can prob- 
ably be found. ‘The figures we have 
range from x figure from a source 
of indisputable authority of 600 mili- 
tary aireraft altogether, and the 
highest figure that’ we have been 
given, also from a very good source, 
[s not over 1,000. The probability is 
that the figure ranges between these 
two, but nearer which lmit T can- 
not’ say. 

“It is interesting to note that the 
French Government gave the figure 
of military alreraft at 1,100. So far 
ag we know, mo service units 
yet been formed although they have 
‘some bombers, but there is great 

wste being shown in the prepara 
ion of werodromes and great secrecy 
In their construction and as to where 
they are.” 


No Ground for Undue Alarm 
Britain's first line air strength at 
home and overseas, Mr. Baldwin 
continued, was 880 aircraft, behind 
which was a far larger number held 
for replacement, experiment, etc. 

‘There was no ground at this 
moment for undue alarm and, still 
less, for panic. No immediate 
menace confronted Britain, or any- 
one in Europe. There’ was no 
uctual emergency, but they must. 
look ahead, for ‘there was ground. 
for very grave anxiety. 

‘That was why the government haa 
been watching ‘the situation for 
many months past and would con- 
tinue to watch it with regard to: 
their own position and as subscribers: 
to ‘The Hague Covenant, 

‘Should an emergency develop, 
although, at the moment, they did: 
Rot see any signs of one, Britain! 
would not be caught unprepared. 
‘The Government's announced pro- 
gramme proposed the formation in 
1935-36 of 22 squadrons for home 
defence and, in addition, three 
squadrons for the fleet air arm. 
‘These 25 squadrons were additional 
to the four already formed in the 
‘current year. 

The first line by 1996 would, 
therefore, be increased by some 300 
aireraft over’ its present figure. Be- 
hind them would be a number con- 
sidered necessary as a normal re- 
serve for training or wast: 
Arrangements were being made

MIS-STATED POINT ON 
INDIA REPORT 


London, Dee. 1. 

Sir John Simon ina ‘speech at 
Dumfries last night, referred to the 
Joint Committee's Report on India 
in relation to the report “of the, 
Simon Commission, of which he was 
chairman. It had been said that the 
Simon Report recommended a system 
of responsible government, subject 
to certain over-riding control in each 
of the nine provinces of India, but 
that it didnot recommend responsi- 
bility at the centre, ‘That was not 
@ complete nor a wholly accurate 
statement, 

“It must be remembered,” he said, 
“tirst of all that the area ‘of inquiry 
prescribed for the statutory commis- 
‘sion was British India alone. The 
Indian States were excluded from 
‘our direct purview. When we began 
to grasp the true dimensions of the 
Indian problem, we became convinced 
that the ultimate scheme must be ono 
which took into account future re- 
Intionships between the two con- 
slituent parts of greater India, British 
India, and the Indian States, There 
is oniy one India, and it is greatest 
India, which includes the Indian 
States as well as the British pro- 
vinces,” 

‘The Report of the Joint Select 
Committee recommended a federation 
Ineleding both Indian States and 
British provinces. The argument 
for such a scheme was elaborately) 
set out in the Simon Report. "We 
regarded a federation ag a distant 
deal, We thought that, if provin~ 
celal autonomy could be established 


in. the first place, this would con- Ge 


tribute some day to the possibility 
‘of a federal India, but since we re- 
ported there has been a new fact. 
‘We were commissioners, but we were 
rot prophets and it was not till after 
we had reported that the new fact 
emerged. In January, 1981, a great 
Indian prince, who was Chancellor 
in the Chamber of Princes, speaking 
not only to Governors, but for a 
Targe body of Princes whom he had 
consulted, declared that the Indian 
Princes were already prepared for a 
federation, but that they could not 
federate with British India unless

WHITE PAPER ON SHIP

‘This subsidy will be withdrawn 
within a year if circumstances alter 
during the proposed period, January 
December 31, 1995. 

‘Advances for ‘building or modern- 
izing cargo vessels are not to ex- 
‘ceed £10,000,000. No advances are 
to be made after two years of the 
passing of necessary legislation. 

‘The chief modifications of | the 
‘White Paper issued last July are that 
ewners are required to serap two 
tons for every ton of new shipping 
built, and one ton for every two of 
existing shipping modernized, in- 
stead of three in each case. Tn ad- 
dition, owners will be allowed to 
‘buy foreign as. well as British ships 
for scrapping purposes—Reuter.

‘The return journey was perhaps 
all the more remarkable because this 
time the Fiying Scotsman pulled six 
coaches instead of four—Reuter.

RECORD FLOODS IN 
‘VICTORIA 


Melbourne, Dec. 1. 

‘The worst floods in the history of 
Melbourne to-day claimed many lives, 
devastated thousands of acres of land, 
rendered hundreds of people homeless 
‘and eaused the death of thousands of 
head of live. stock. 

Five persons are dead and 1500 
homeless in the Melbourne area alone, 
while many more are believed 10 
have. perished elsewhere. The full 
{oll of lives taken by the disaster will 
not be known for a few days, but it 1s 
estimated that the damage will exceed 
£250,000, 

‘The floods followed in the wake of 
80 hours of very heavy rain and 
violent gales in many sections of the 
state. ‘The water rose  swittly and, 
within a few hours, large areas were 
flooded, while the howling gales 
‘wreaked much destruction. 

In many places throughout the city, 
Centenary decorations were torn 10 
shreds by the violent windstorms. In 
addition, numerous dwellings were 
@amaged by both the gales and foods, 
while a number of trains have been 
marooned by the rising waters, 

‘The switt rising of the flood waters 
was entirely unexpected in Gipps 
Land, one of the most fertile regions 
in the ‘State of Victoria, “where 

















are reported to have been drowned. 

‘Aid is being rushed by the ‘auth 
corities to victims in outlying districts 
as well as in the Melbourne area, 
while a search is being made of the 
inundated areas to save people who 
have taken refuge on the roots of 
houses.—Reuter.

FRENCH WOMAN FLIER'S 
FATAL FLIGHT 


Paris, Nov. 30. 

Mile, Helene Boucher, | France's 
greatest woman acrobat of the air 
and speed record holder, died to-day 
of injuries received in an aeroplane 
crash near Versailles, 

‘Daughter of an architect, “Lene” 
Boucher took a liking to "aviation 
while on a visit to the Basque coast, 
She recelved her licence in 1691 and 
im the following year made a tour 
‘of France in suificfently fast time to 


attract” attention in” aeronautieal 
circles. 
‘On August 2, 1992, she set a 


feminine altitude record of 5,900 
metres for light planes, ‘The former 
‘mark, §,500 metres, had been made 
by Miss’ Ruth Nichols, whose record 
for women was beaten by the Freneh 
ier, Mlle. Maryse Hilz, the same 
year. In 1033, she attempted a Paris- 
Saigon fight. 

Mille Boucher took another recora 
from “America in the first week of 
August, 1934, when she flew at a 
‘speed ot 468 kilometres an hour over 
a three kilometre course at Istres, 
mating the 405-km. an hour mark 
of Mrs. May Halalip, of the United 
States. 

‘At the same time, the 26-year-old 
French girl made a world record for 
speed over 1,000 kilometres, all cate~ 
gories, with 4092 km., phy although 
her plane was propelied by only 210 
hip, against Miss “Amelia Barhardt's 
420 hp. Mrs, Halzlip's machine had 
450 hp. 

Extremely modest, Mule Boucher 
had none of the wild-eyed glamour 
‘of many women aviators despite the 
fact that she was one of France's best 
stunt fiers. She learned stunting 
from the ace, M, Michel Detroyat, in 
order to earn enough money to ex- 
pand her flying ventures, She 
shunned make-up and refused to bob

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HUNGARY ASSAILED BY 
YUGOSLAVIA 


Geneva, Nov. 28, 
Incensed at the alleged terrorist 
activities of its northern neighbour, 
Yugoslavia published a 78-page docu: 
ment charging Hungary with re- 
sponsibility for the assassinations of 
King Alexander of Yugoslavia and 
M, Louis Barthou, French Foreign 
Minister, in Marseiiles recently. 

Eschewing the usual pompous tone 
of diplomatic communications, Yugo- 
slavia's memorandum is couched in 
@irect and forceful language alleging 
that it has’ obtained documentary 
evidence showing the following facts 
responsible for the terrorism which 
‘culminated in the assassinations: 

Firstly, assassins are chosen 
Hungarian territory from among 
large groups of terrorists who are 
provided with a tong course of train- 
ing in speciat camps; 

Secondly, the assassins of King 
Alexander ‘and M, Barthou left Hun 
gary without restriction and were 
‘even furnished with Wungarian pass- 
ports; 

‘Thirdly, the Marseilles crime was 
‘the culmination of terrorist activity 
continuing over a period of many 
years and which Is centred in Hun 
‘arian territory. 

Publication of the oficial mem 
‘andum follows Yugoslavia's note to 
the League of Nations last week in 
which the charges were made but 
not substantiated with evidence. In 
fhe | prevent — communication, "the 
‘Yugoslavian Government sets’ forth 
the evidence it has on hand and ex- 
Dresses its willingness to produce this 
‘evidence when required. 

‘The memorandum cites that the 
attention of the League way called 
to Hungary's terrorist activities last 
June but nothing was done about it- 
‘The Marseilles. assassins, it declares, 
were among those cited in the June 
communication, 

In an attempt to settle the diffe 
fences and Keep peace between the 
‘countries, Yugoslavia entered Into a 
formal agreement with Hungary te 
settle frontior questions and aid each 
‘other in eliminating terrorist activi- 
tes but Hungary only used this 
agreement as a cover for her real 
motives, the note said.—United Press,

in 1605 a play, now lost, was re- 
istered under the title: “The his- 
ory of Richard Whittington, of his 
owe kyrth, of his great fortune”. 


‘There, roughly, 1s the basis of 
he Whittington ‘fairy tale. It is 
varied in the telling. But that is 
jow it has served the pantomime 
jow for a couple of centuries 
ist. Consider the realities 
Richard Whittington was four 
imes Lord Mayor of London. He 
vas not of lowly birth for his 
ther was Sir William Whitting- 
on of Gloucestershire and a mem- 
er of the Mercers Company. Al- 
hough but the third son, Richard 
n 1379 was a young man “in the 
sity” with considerable resources 
n the mercers’ trade. In that 
ear he subscribed five marks to 
city loan—about £3 of the un- 
lepreciated sterling of those days. 
fe married Alice, the daughte: 
ir Ivo Fitzwaryen, a rich Dorset 
hire Knight, Whittington, after 
itting in the Common Council of 
he City of London for the Cole- 
nan Street Ward, was elected 
\ldorman of Broad’ Street in 1393, 
n June, 1397, the Mayor, Adam 
jamme, died. ‘Richard If, then on 
he throne, appointed Whittington 
Mayor for the remainder of the 
. Tn October, Whittington 
vas duly elected Mayor for 1397-8. 
Te was re-clected in 1406 and in 
419. He died in 1423 and left 
arge bequests, the chief of which 
ndowed a college—dissolved at 
he Reformation—and some alms- 
jouses, still maintained by the 
fercers’ Company to-day. 


Mr. Buchanan is right in calling 
im" “Mr, Whittington”. ‘The 
radition which gives him a 
rnighthood is unsupported by any 
ecords. Richard Whittington was 
mmensely rich and raised loans

Indirectly that munificence 
was responsible for the 
rise of a famous scholar, 


Reginzld Pecock, Bishop of Chi- 
chester. Pecock, a Fellow of Oriel, 
was drawn from Oxford to Lon- 
don by the Duke of Gloucester 
and appointed Master of Whit- 
tington, College in 1431. That 
started a career which, although 
culminating in elevation’ to the see 
of Chichester in 1450, terminated 
sadly. Condemned to death 
for heresy Pecock was per- 
mitted to escape by a pub- 
lic recantation which was ac- 
companied by the burning of his 
fourteen books. But he was im- 
prisoned for life in Thorney Abbey 
where he died soon afterwards. 
Pecock was the victim of his own 
vanity ‘and the political intrigues 
of the day. He actually was the 
champion of. the Bishops against 
the Lollards, but a pamphlet ad- 
dressed by him to the Lord Mayor 
Canynge was too Lancastrian in 
sympathy to be palatable to a 
White Rose Mayor. ‘Twenty-four 
divines were charged to report on 
Pecock's works. They. were working 
under the direction of the Yorkist 
Archbishop Bourchier. Pecock 
haughtily declared that he should 
be judged by his “peers in erudi- 
tion"—a rash defiance. He was 
given the choice between recant 
lion and death by fire. Pecock 
was undoubtedly a thorn in the 
Bishops’ side because of his 
superior scholarship. He did not 
suffer fools gladly. His name is 
deserving of memory because of 
his original thinking and because 
he was a pioneer in the writing of 
English prose. As a religio 








[leader he was far in advance of his 


time, 

From all this it will be seen 
that the legend of Dick Whitting- 
ton has got away from actuaiity. 
He was not an early candidate f 
inclusion in Smiles’ “Self Hel 
He was an exceptionally favoured 
young man who also seems to 
have been of a balanced judgment. 
and charitable disposition. His wife 
Alice predeceased him. He was 
hot a knight. He was not first 
‘made Lord Mayor by popular ai 
claim but by Royal decree. So his 
bundle, stick and cat are, it must 
be feared, just the accessories in 
a daring piece of dramatic im 
nation. Hollywood might rightly 
declare that, after this disclosure, 
nothing that’ it has done to certain 
historical characters. can be 
reasonably condemned. 

















‘The first Mayor of London ‘was 
Henry Fitz-Aylwin, of 1189. He 
was “elected by the citizens of 
express wish 
when the appointment of portreeve 
hhad been replaced by that of 
Mayor. The title actually we 
current in Whittington's day. The 
Encyetopnedia Britannica —tenta- 
tively suggests that it was frst 
employed in London in 1540. 
Other authorities less exactly 
declare that it was introduced 
sometime during the ceign of 
Richard TT (14931485). The 
latter suggestion seems more fea~ 
sible. On May 8, 1539, John Husee 
wrote a letter’ to Lord Lisle 
describing the City musters for the 
Midsummer Watch. That letter 
definitely refers to the Lord 
Mayor. ‘The Watch was an annual 
revel dating from  Fitz-Aylwin's 
time. It consisted of a procession 
in pageantry and arms. In 1539 
fear cf a foreign invasion induced 
Henry VilIth to combine mobiliza- 
tion with the pageantry and there- 
by supersede the Watch.

Devious Methods of Obtaining Rare Treasures: Some| 


Means Exploited: 


: Art of Buying 


By R. W. Swautow 


IT HOUGH Chinese curio deaters are men of infinite tact and patience, and 
show great friendliness to all their custome:s, they know perfectly 
well what each of them can buy and do not waste time in offering things 
which they know will not be purchased. 
‘The really valuable things are carefully hidden away in the recesses 
of boxes and cupboards and are only brought out when the prospective 
buyer is one of that select band which want only the very best things, and 


who are not so much influenced by a question of price as by a question 


of quality. 

I remember many years ugo visiting 
a friend who was an acknowledged 
authority on Chinese art and who 
made a trip over here once a year, 
staying for two or three months be- 
fore returning with what he had 
‘quired. I was truly astonished, for 
In the course of a month or so he 
had gathered together more things of 
real beauty and worth than I had 
seen in my wanderings over a number 
of years. 

A pair of glorious Ming figures, 
some exquisite bowls of Sung Chun 
Pao, as well as a number of San Tai 
bronzes, and many other beautiful 
things showed that his journey had 
not been in vain, and I expressed 
surprise that he had accomplished so 
much in so short a time. The position 
‘was soon made plain to me, though 
the process of enlightenmens ‘was not 
very flattering to my self respect. 

‘The dealers knew him and they 
knew me. He did not waste his time 
by looking into every nook and corner 
hoping to find treasures where none 
existed, but came prepared to pay 
good and proper prices for the best 
that could be found, and he got what

‘Their Many Anxleties 

While it: is impossible to have « 
tender feeling for curio dealers in 
general, yet it must be remembered 
that they have troubles and anxieties 
of their own, and that by far the 
hardest part of their work is the buy- 
ing of curios and not the selling of 
them. If they have no stock they 
cannot do any business, and all the 
lime they have to take a chance’ 
‘against the vagaries and fancies of 
fortune, If there i any political 
trouble’ or financial erisis thelr sales 
vanish a once, and even in the most 
Prosperous times losses may be in- 
‘curred owing to the changes of taste 
‘and fashion. ‘The things most eagerly 
‘Sought after one season may be un- 
saleable the following year, and every 
dealer has on his shelves ‘goods thai 
have lain there for years without 
Snding a customer. 

‘We will from this point look upon 
the curio dealer ae a buyer instead 
of a seller and tell of some of the 
ways and means by which he is able.

Al Kinds and Conditions 


Il kinds and conditions 
alers, varying from the 
bumble persons ‘who displays a few, 
gimeracks on the pavement to 
owners of large shops, which are 
spread over several courtyards, and 
which are filled with all kinds of 
valuable things. ‘There is, however, a 
very sharp social distinction drawn, 
between the shopkeepers and those 
who display their goods on stalls in| 
the open air, for the former have 9 
‘guild from which the latter are rigidly 
excluded. 

Formerly the guild house was a 
little more than a meeting place for, 
buyers and sellers but now every 
transaction made there is recorded| 
and arbitration arranged for in case| 
of dispute. ‘The guild also has rules| 
for the guidance of its members, and 
‘ane of these is that they must not 
stand in the doorway of their shops 
‘and solicit customers, nor may they, 
if the bargain is incomplete, follow 
the prospective buyer into the next| 
shop ar even look through the window 
fat him. ‘They may, however, wait on 
the pavement for him and accost him 
a5 he leaves the rival establishment, 
‘The jade dealers have a guild of their 

















Dealers as Buyers 


First there are the street buyers 
who go up and down the hutungs and 
alleyways trying to find out if there 
is anything for sale. ‘The ones who 
‘carry a basket and beat a small hard 
hand drum are after furniture or 
curios, while those who use a small 
soft hand drum and have a canvas 
bag slung over their shoulders are 
looking for jade and precious stones, 


These people work with a very 
small capital, seldom amounting to 
‘more than a few dollars, and if any- 
thing of value comes they have to 
call in outside help, with the result 
that sometimes no fewer than twenty 
or 30 men share in a transaction, 
They then try to dispose of their 
purchases to a curio dealer. Some- 
times curio dealers buy directly from 
private individuals, but unless the 
eller is personally well known to 
them they require a shop guarantee 
to the effect that they are negotiating 
‘with the real owner or his accredited 
representative, otherwise they run 
the risk of becoming receivers of stolen 
woods. Another method frequently 
lemployed in Peking by the sellers is 
to exhibit their goods in the guild 
house, but this has its disadvantages 
‘as two per cent. commission has ty 
‘be paid on any business done and 
settlements 4s only made fatter a 
‘month, this being to guard against 
any claims that may come forward 
with regard to the ownership of the 
things in question. 
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‘The dealer's great opportunity 
comes when some well known family 
is compelled through stress of circum- 
stances to start selling the things 
collected during the time of thelr 
prosperity. 

However, this kind of business is 
full of difficulties and calls for great 
tact and patience, for as a rule the 
decay in the fortunes of a family 
‘comes gradually and is caused by the 
‘decease of its responsible head and 
the relegation of his authority to his 
wife or to inexperienced heirs, ‘The 
expenses of the funeral are a severe 
Grain upon their resources and very 
lofter: an orgy of extravagance follows 
the passing of the old régime, ‘Their 
capital is usually invested In pawn- 
hhops and silk establishments, and the 
managers of these places are not slow 
to take advantage of the fact that 
there is no one competent to super- 
vise their affairs, and so report heavy 
losses on their transactions. 

‘The time comes when it is dificult 
for the once affluent family to find 
tunds to carry them over the festivals 
fand they are compelled to try and 
raise money on their curios, for thelr 
property has long been mortgaged and 
it Is not possible to obtain any more 
Toans from their friends. They are 
still proud, however, and unwilling 
to let the world know their true 
position and it falls to the lot 
fof the head servant or some of his 
satellities to take the matter in hand, 
The easiest way, of course, is to pawn 
the things or try to raise 'a loan on 
them, but this is simply putting off 
the evil day, for, apart from the fact 
shat any advances they might arrange 
would fall far short of the real value 
‘of the goods, it Is certain that they 
will never be able to repay the sum 
borrowed, to say nothing of the heavy 
additional burden of interest, Also 
this method does not allow of much 
‘benefit to those who take part in the 
transaction, and in the end they 
usually decide that the best thing to 
o is to try and make a bargain with 
tome dealer or other. 

‘They as a rule have very extra 
vagant ideas ax to the prices that 
They should get, and the dealer has 
to be very careful or they will go 
lo some of his competitors and all 
chances of a really eheap bargain 
will be gone, 

He first plays upon their cupidity. 
pointing out the danger of letting too 
many persons into thelr secrets, and 
he slowly brings them down to the 
point when they are more or less in 
his power sind willing to listen to 
reason. Tt is seldom that more than 
a few things are sold at one time, 
and it may be years before the whole 
fof the collection {s disposed of. 

It is not unusual for some of the 
younger members of the family to 
et in league with the servants and 
from time to time take out some of 
the things and sell. them unknown 
to their elders. ‘The dealer knows 
perfectly well what is happening and 
's not slow to take advantage of the 
situation. 

If the seller is not too pressed for 
money he will often place the articles 
in the shop for sale, and pay the 
dealer a commission on what he gets 
for them. This is known as chi mat. 
“deposited for sale.” Another source 
Jot supply for the dealer is the pawn= 
shops where yearly sales are made of 
Junredeemed goods. A list ig handed 
to the buyers who write down the 
prices they are prepared to pay for the 
things they want, and in three days 
{hey are told the result of their bid

Diamond Jubilee of Saint Francis Xavier's College: 
From Humble Beginnings to Present Influence 


SRCIAL 10 TE “".-e. ERALD” 


Jesuit Fathers of the Kai 
Mission away back in 1874, founded 
St. Francis Xavier's College here in 
‘Shanghai. ‘Their college created sixty 
years ago has now an honour’ roll 
of 15,000 names to its credit—an Alma 
Mater whose sons are to be found, 
not only in Shanghai, but far and 
wide over the whole ‘world, 

‘The Diamond Jubilee of the School, 
being celebrated this month, is a 
tribute to those. venerable iathers 
and to the superiors of the mission, 
who were thus pioneers of western 
education in Shanghai. 

‘Yet, like many other successful 
movements, the ‘beginnings of the 
school were humble and. unknown. 
Father Desjacques (1624-1884), parish 
priest of St. Joseph's, Rue Montauban, 
and procurator of the Mission, used, 
to give private lessons to foreign 
little boys in his own’ room as far 
back as 1857. The foreign community 
of Shanghai was very small then. 
Tn 1802, however, these lessons were 
discontinued. ‘Twelve years later, in 
1874, under Monsignor Languillat, ‘the 
then Bishop of Shanghai, and Father 
Foucault (Superior of the Mission) 
‘a decision was made to open a regular 
school.

and the pupils were trained in the 
religious practices which are the 
foundation of thelr entire educational 


system. ‘Thus, in 1874, the first 
spiritual ‘retreat ‘was preached to 
the boys, serving as a prepari 
tion for» the First. Holy Com- 
munion of nineteen pupils, ‘The cere- 
monies of the Great Day—it was Con- 
frmation Day also—were rendered as 
solemn ag posible, First Communion 
and Confirmation are amonvt the moat 
touching of all our School customs 
to-day, but in 1878 they were almost 
a novelty. - 


First Dramatle Performance 


‘The diary of the schoo! recording 
the events of every day Life, mentions 
that on February 24, 1879, the pupils 
gave thelr firat dramatic performance. 
‘The next day, the papers gave bril- 
Mant accounts, anda repetition had 
to be given a few days later. The 
great hall of the French Municipality, 
Rue du Consulat, was placed at the 
disposal of the school and the second, 
performance was a similar success: 
‘All Shanghai present! The di 
was "Conan Meriadee,” or Christian 
Armorica”: three acts’ with choruses. 

On the first of February 1879, 
there were ninety pupils on the rolls, 
and the following year the School 
‘moved into larger quarters, in a small 
house adjoining St. Joseph’s Chureh. | 
‘The frst reports of the Fathers 
indicate that the pupils gave great, 
satisfaction by’ thelr good spirit and 
success in their studies. Some of 
them were exceptionally _ brilliant, 
During the first ten years of its ex. 
istence the college received 378 pupils 
of many different nationalities and 
religious denominations. In 1882, out 
of 112 pupils there were 70 Cathoties, 
22 Protestants, one Jew, one Mahome- 
lan, three Parsees and Afteen without 
any’ religion, 


New School Bullding 

But the dally attendance was grow- 
ing and very soon the temporary pre- 
mises at St. Joseph's were too small. 
A site was ‘chosen in Nanzing Road, 
Hongkew, opposite the Church of the 
Sacred Heart and on June 8, 1884, 
at the break-up before the summer, 
holidays the Father Superior announ- 
ced to the boys that they were to 
bid farewell to the cradle in the 
French Concession and migrate to the 
rather distant district of Hongkew—| 
there to continue their studies in the| 
commodious college just erected. It 
is not dimeult to picture the boister- 
‘ous joy with which they received the 
good tidings. They were to have a 
Feal College after the Holidays.

A very full description of the new| 
college in Nanzing Road was pub- 
ished in the “Mercury” of August 18, 
1884, a few days before the inaugura- 
ton! 

‘There was a special section tor 
Chinese students who came to be 
initiated into Western learning. From 
the foundation of the college to 1898, 
hho Jess than 286 passed through that 
section. ‘The first Chinese pupil had| 
been admitted on September 6, 1880. 


First Japanese Pupils 


In Hongkew there was then a colony 
of Japanese numbering approximately 
700, ‘Their Consul was Mr. Kawa- 
shima, through whose efforts a. 
ceriain number of Japanese students 
were admitted as pupils into the col- 
lege. It had been the intention of the 
Japanese Imperial Government to send 
them to America, but in 1886 they 
abandoned that idea and sent them 
instead to Shanghai to study Chinese 
and English. Of the twelve who came 
that year, ten were sent to St. Franeis| 
Xavier's College. Some belonged to| 
the highest nobility of Japan: one 
was the son of a high official at the 
Imperial Court in Tokyo, another the| 
son of a provincial governor. 








Bro, Emillan as Director 


‘The Rev. Brother Emilian, Director, 
of the frst group of Marist Brothers| 
who came to Shanghai in 1993, had| 
spent the first few years of his re- 
gious life in South Africa, and later| 
in Sydney. One of his assistants there 
was. the Rev. Bro. Frederick, who| 
In 1894 followed him to China to| 
leach the senior pupils. “Brother 
Cleophas was also one of those 
brothers who in “Sydney had 
worked with Brother Emilian and he 
came to China in 1891 and for four| 
‘years was Director of the little school 
for foreign children in Tientsin tll 
in September 1895 he was appointed 
Procurator at St Francis Xavier's. 
Brother Cleophas was in Peking 
1900 when the Boxers laid siege 
to the Petng and was one of its 
any defenders. He oied in Peking 


Brother Ennilian directed the col-| 
lege trom August 1895 to June 1898. 
|At that time, owing to failing health, 
he returned to France where he died| 
'a 1900. When he left Shanghat there| 
‘were 420 pupils in the college. His| 
Immediate successor was Brother| 
Antonin, previously Director of St. 
Louis’ College, Tientsin. 

Up to the year 1900 370 Chinese; 
students had ‘been educated in  the| 
ollege. Unfortunately in that year| 
the events of May and June in Pe- 
kking, the Boxer rising and the un- 
certainty of the situation had their| 
repereussion on the Chinese pupils. 
Within a short time the school had 
lost nearly 100 pupils. 

In that summer of 1900 at the slege| 
of the Catholic Mission ‘in Peking; 
Brother Jules-André, Provincial, was 
killed by the Boxers three days be- 
fore the Capital was relieved. He 
had been sub-director of the college| 
under Brother Emillan in 1896 and 








Renaissance after Boxers Fait 
‘The failure of the Boxer rising] 
‘convinced even the most conservative 
elements in the Empire that a new 
system of education was needed; and 
it is said that, even before she left 
Hslanfu to return to her old Capital, 
‘the Empress Dowager issued an edict 
requiring the Mandarins of the 
Empire to study political science and 
internationa? law. Immediately after 
her return to Peking, she appointed | 
@ committee to draft a public school 
system. As a consequence of these 
‘measures there followed upon the 
troubled times of 1901 a real “Ren- 
aissance,” and the movement started 
then has continued down to the pres 
ent day. 

Brother Prudent, one of the first 
group of Marist Brothers who came 
with Brother Emilian to Shanghai in 
1893, was appointed Headmaster of 
the ‘Chinese Department which  be- 
came partly independent. In 1902, 
Brother Paschal Louis _became| 
director of the college and remained 
in office till September 1904 when he 
was appointed co-director of the 
Sacred Heart College in Canton and 
Brother Antonin succeeded him. 


Cambridge Examinations 

The curriculum of studies was 
gradually completed with the pro-_ 
sressive development of the students, 
‘special consideration being given to 
the local, requirements of Shanghai. 
Brother Antonin In 1905 decided that 
the pupils of the First Class should 








prepare themselves for the Cambridge 
University Local Examinations. So 


in December 1905 for the first time, 
four puplls of the college competed 
in these public examinations. Their 
ames were F. J. Almeida, H. Reeks, 
A. @Encarnacao and I- Tisson. They 
were to have many followers every 
year since 1905. 

Jn April 1911 Brother Antonin, the| 
Director since September 1904, was 
‘appointed Provincial, and Brother 
Nazianze succeeded him, remaining 
in office during the eritical times of 
the Great War until, in September 
1918, his superiors appointed him to. 
‘another post in Canton. He was 
‘succeeded by Brother Antonin and 
Brother Pastor became headmaster 
of the Chinese Department in 1912. 

In “April 1926 Brother Antonin 
having again been appointed Pro- 
vinelal, Brother Faust became Direc 
tor. 


October 1931 and February 1932 

‘On the night of October 15, 1931, 
the College was the scene of a vivid 
conflagration of which the “Nortn 
China Dally News” gave its vivid 
aecount. 

‘On that occasion the Marist Bro- 
thers found that they had many 
friends. On November 12, less than 
a month after the contlagration, an 
‘appeal for funds for the reconstruc- 
ion of the laboratory was made by a 
self-appointed committee of “old 
boys," and in a very short time the 
satisfactory sum of $2,706.50 was 
handed to Brother Faust, Director of 
the College. It by no means cove: 
ed the whole cost of the damage 
sustained during the fire but it did 
‘materially assist the Brothers in re- 
placing some of the instruments des- 





troyed. 

During the bombardment of Chapet 
in February 1932, as the district of 
Hongkew found itself in the danger 
zone, the school had to be evacuated. 
However on January 31, arrauge- 
ments were concluded ' with the 
authorities of uhe French Concession, 
who placed at the disposal of the 
Brothers the Franco-Chinese Schoo! 
in the Boulevard de Montigny. When 
that school reopened in the course 
of February, generous hospitality 
was provided by the Rector of 
Aurora University until the situation 
became normal. Tt was only on 
March 7, thit the pupils were allow- 
ed to ‘return, and resume their 
studies in Nanzing Road. 


New Chinese Schoo! 


‘The need of a new Chinese school 
has long been felt. As early as 1013 
steps were taken io bring about the 
separation of this department, The 
Great War brought the question to 
a standstill, but the number of 
upils coninued to increase, and to 
the regret of the Brothers, hundreds 
of new applicants have to be re- 
fesed every term. 

In 1922 a financial drive was start- 
ed in order to raise funds for the 
realization of the schéme. In spite 
of the already hard conditions in 
Shanghai, the drive, together with 
‘another one conducted by the stud- 
ents themselves in 1923, brought in 
Tis. 18,755 and $31,581 ‘respectively. 
This amount increased a few. 
years Inter by a generous donation 
‘of Tis. 10,000 contributed by a friend 
of the college, Mr. Denis Chen. At 
the same time in’ 1993, some | ex- 
students proposed to start a branch 
‘School to receive those students who 
could not be admitted to the college, 
and to ald financially in the realiza- 
tion of the separation scheme. 
Accordingly the branch school was 
opened in some Chinese houses on 
Seward Road in February 1923, but 
two and a half years later was re- 
moved to its present site on Boone 
Road, where accommodation is pro= 
vided for 350 pupils, thus bringing 
the present mumber of Chinese 
students to the fair number of 750. 
Land situated at the eastern end of 
‘Tongshan Road was purchased at the 
cost of well over Tis. 100,000. How- 
ever,as the district is wholly an in- 
dustrial centre and not very suitable 
for a school, the scheme at present 
fs to sell that property and acquire 
another in a more suitable quarter. 

‘Thus is conclusion it can he said 
that on September 21, 1874, the 
school started with four puplis and 
‘one teacher. To-day, November 26, 
1934, ‘there ‘are 1,350 pupils attend- 
ing the shoot guided by 51 teachers. 
‘Yet the value of a college cannot be 
judged only by the number of its 
pupils. ‘The most important, the real 
Work is the formation of character. 
‘This the school has long tried and 
succeeded in achieving.

‘What is undoubtedly one of the 
most important pieces of work at 
present being carried out by the 
hew régime in Kisngsi for the re- 
creation and rehabilitation of that 
province is the Teh Chung Chiao Yu 
(Special Education) Movement, under 
the direction of Mr. Cheng’ Shih- 
Iewel, the Provincial Commissioner of| 
Education. 

‘Accompanied by that oificial, your 
special correspondent visited some of 
the schools in the areas recently re- 
‘covered from the Communist-bandits| 
by Gen. Chiang Kai-shek’s forces and 
was most impressed at what he saw. 
Very interesting and valuable work 
is being conducted which should go 
far towards rebuilding the province 
and leading the people along the right 
path. 

‘A new spirit was distinctly notice- 
able, Cleanliness and courtesy every- 
where were worthy of the highest 
praise. Although some of the schools 
were in tumble-down buildings, no 
dirt was to be seen. Both teachers 
and students were spotlessly clean 
and very well dressed in spite of 
the cheapness of the materials which 
made their clothes and uniforms, 


Dummy Guns Used 
Pupils were seen given lessons. by| 
Jefficient’ instructors in sanitation, 
physical culture, manual craft, music 
‘and military training “dummy” guns 
being used for the latter); and others 
were noticed taking the usual courses. 

In one training school for teachers, 
the average age of the students is 
around seventeen. All of them are 
graduates of rural normal schools or 
others who had displayed distinct 
signs of leadership. Their course con- 
sists of four months’ practical training. 
and those who wish may also stand 
for scholarships as research students 
for another year. 

‘At the end of four months’ train- 
ing, they are sent to various towns 
and villages to establish and to become 
principals of what are known as 
Chungshan Special Mass Education 
‘Schools. Some 80 members of, 
the first class had already been sent 
out at the time of your special eor- 
respondent's visit and 128 of the 
second class were undergoing training. 
OF ‘he latter, 96 were research stud- 

‘There are already 94 of these spe-_ 
clal schools in the various hslen dis- 
tricts with 12,900 students, those in 
attendance being, in the main, people| 
young and old, male and female, 
living in the areas recovered trom 
Communist-bandits. It is hoped, even-| 
tually, to open between six and eight 
special mass education schools in each 
hhsien district, or about 300 through- 
out the province,

Excellent Attendance 

All the schools already established 
in the recovered areas are largely 
attended and the percentage of atten- 
dance is 100 per cent. in most of 
them, ‘This is a most encouraging 
sign to those in charge for it shows 
that the system is welcomed every: 
where and that the people are 
anxious to receive an education and, 
furthermore, to know more about the 
New Life doctrine, ‘The people have 
learned their lesson from the Com- 
munists and now they are learning 
‘more. Quite a number of those tak- 
ing lessons are former Reds who 
have since repented. Under this spe- 
clal system of education, they are 
becoming good citizens 

Volunteers and village heads have 
contributed greatly towards the fur- 
therance of the work, with the result 
that it is possible to carry on a great 
‘work at a minimum amount of money. 

Apart {rom establishing new schools, 
subsidies are granted to existing ones 
and the local authorities are ‘doing 
fine work under the supervision of 
the Bureau of Education.
